Most of us are familiar with the caduceus as the emblem of the medical 
profession. However, this symbol has a long, varied, and complex history 
which helps to explain its meaning and usage on modern coins. 


A caduceus-like symbol, known as 
the trident of Ishtar, has been found on 
clay cylinders from Babylon circa 600 
B.C. (Figure 1).* At this time, wings 
had not yet been added to the 
caduceus. This refinement seems to 
have been derived from a combination 


of the simple serpent-entwined staff 
with an Assyrian-originated symbol 
called the winged solar disc. A winged 
solar disc with two sacred cobras 
appears on some of the modern 5, 10, 
20, and 25 piastres and the 5 pound 
gold coins of Egypt. 
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Fig. 1; The serpent-staff or trident of Ishtar, a 
Babylonian goddess. 


In classical times the serpent staff 
was associated with two Greek gods. 
Asklepios (Roman Aesculapius), the 
god of healing and medicine, was given 
the caduceus as his symbol at least 
partly because the serpent was believ- 
ed to have the power of rejuvenation, 
phoenix-like, through the annual shed- 
ding of its skin. Hermes (Roman Mer- 
cury), however, used the caduceus as a 
symbol of his position as messenger of 
the gods. The wings on the serpent rod 
designated fleetness as did the winged 
cap and winged sandals of Mercury. 
(Hence, the modern name for the liquid 
element once called quicksilver.) 

Mercury also became known as the 
god of commerce, as reflected in our 
words merchant and mercantile. Thus 
his staff, the caduceus, grew to be 
associated with commerce, and it is in 
this context that we find this ancient 
device used on modern coins. M. Old- 
field Howey believes, “The rod (or 
sceptre) symbolizes the power 
bestowed by wealth, the serpents 
typify wisdom, and the wings 
diligence and activity. While these 
are clearly modern interpretations of 
the ancient elements of the caduceus, 
they are appropriate to the recent use 
of the symbol on coins. 

There are other nuances of meaning. 
Pinkerton mentions in his Essay on 
Medals that the caduceus was 
sometimes found on Roman coins 
associated with the personification of 
Happiness. This maiden displayed the 
caduceus, "thought to procure every 
wish,” as Abundance personified dis- 


played the cornucopia. 3 Among 
Pinkerton’s illustrations of Roman 
Britannia coins are several in which 
seated figures bear both a spear and a 
simple caduceus, symbolic of the alter- 
native between war and peaceful 
trade. An example from the time of 
Emperor Commodus (2nd century 
A.D.) is given in Figure 2d

Certainly the most beautiful modern 
coins which feature the caduceus are 
the French Chamber of Commerce 
series of the 1920’s. Made of 
aluminum-bronze, these coins were 
issued for nine years following World 
War I in 50 centimes and 1 and 2 franc 
denominations. The seated figure of 
Mercury on the obverse holds the 
caduceus in his right hand (Fig. 3).

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These coins are often believed to be 
mere tokens issued by the French 
Chamber of Commerce, but this is not 
true. 

During the war, the Chamber of 
Commerce issued paper notes in 50 
centimes, 1 and 2 franc denominations 
as an emergency measure sanctioned 
by the government. The various 
Chambers were required to deposit an 
amount of old official Bank of France 
notes to equal the amount of new paper 
money which they were issuing. After 
the war had ended, these small paper 
bills, petite coupures, were so worn by 
circulation that they had to be replaced 
by new money in the same small 
denominations. But the new 
aluminum-bronze coins which replac- 
ed the small notes were “issued under 
the responsibility of the Ministry of 
Finance, the Chambers of Commerce 
serving merely as the distributing 
medium.” 

For those interested in the in- 
tricacies of French coinage, it may be 
mentioned in passing that the 
caduceus served as privy mark for 
mint directors Lloste of the Bordeau 
Mint in 1788, and directors Lepage and 
Beaussier at the Lille Mint in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. This 
caduceus is unusual in that the heads 
of the intertwined snakes are not fac- 
ing each other, but face outward from 
the staff (Figure 4).®

Postwar Belgium issued 50 centimes 
and 1 and 2 franc coins similar to the 
French issue of the same period. Dates 
of issue range between 1922 and 1935. 
Consisting of pure nickel, these coins 
feature a caduceus as the sole design 
on the reverse (Fig. 5). The reason why 
these coins were issued is that 


Belgian wartime (German oc- 
cupation) coinage consisted entirely of 
zinc 5, 10, 25, and 50 centimes. In the 
summer of 1924, the Belgian govern- 
ment began withdrawing from circula- 
tion all silver 50 centimes and 1 and 2 
francs minted through 1909.^ Thus a 
shortage of these denominations 
would have resulted, since no 1 or 2 
franc coins had been produced at all 
during the war, and the only small 
silver coins left in circulation had been 
issued in the short period 1910-1914. 
The nickel caduceus issue filled this 
need for small denomination coins 
until in 1933 the nickel 2 franc was 
withdrawn from circulation and silver 
coinage was reinstituted with a 20 
franc issue. »

Other countries have also used the 
caduceus on modern coins. In Bolivia, 
the 5 centavo copper-nickel in two 
sizes, the 10 centavo Cu-Ni (two 
sizes) and zinc (1942), the 20 centavo 
zinc, and the 50 centavo Cu-Ni (two 
sizes) were minted sporadically 
between 1893 and 1942. The 
caduceus appears on the reverse of 
these coins, superimposed above 
crossed branches of foliage (Fig. 6). 

The 2 V 2 , 5, 10, and 25 bit pieces of the 
Danish West Indies (now U.S. Virgin 
Islands) incorporate a caduceus into 
the design on the reverse. All but the 
nickel 25 bit coin are in bronze, and all 
are dated 1905. 

A final example of the modern use of 
the caduceus appears on the obverse of 
the gold trade ducat of the Netherlands

East Indies. The helmeted head of the 
knight is flanked by a tiny caduceus on 
the right and a tiny seahorse on the left 
(Fig. 7). Issued erratically since 1849, 


the 1 ducat is unique in so far as it is 
the only modern coin made of a 
precious metal which displays the 
caduceus, symbol of commerce.

You may have read the June, 1974, installment of this feature, in which I 
pictured the 1865 “Suez concocted token” which again is shown above.

“company store” token for use by the forced Egyptian labor which d ig the Suez 
Canal. 

Bill Christensen dug up a catalog of 19th century tokens and coins which 
listed a BOREL LAVALLEY 5-francs token. Thus we had to admit the ance upon a 
time existence of such a 5-francs genuine token. 

However, we then had to find indisputable evidence to clinch ou ' claim that 
the 5-francs piece (shown above) was indeed a concoction of recent Drigin. And 
that conclusive proof came from token expert Elwin Leslie. 

So, thanks to Numismatic Detectives First Class Bill Christensen and Elwin 
Leslie, the mystery of that numismatic whodunit is solved. 

And, if ever you’re offered an 1865 Borel Lavalley Suez 5-francs bronze or 
brass token, dig out the June or the October ’74 issue of The Numismatist and 
compare the piece with this photo. If the offered token matches this j)hoto, don’t 
buy it! 



COUNTERFEITERS KNOW TOO MUCH NOW! 

Several readers have asked why I never disclose the tell-tale points by which 
my illustrated counterfeits can be detected. 

The reason is simple ... I don’t want to educate the counterfeiter so that, in his 
next production run, he can remove the give-away point. My purpose in these 
pages merely is to alert you that such-and-such a coin is being counterfeited . . . 
and that you will seek expert opinion before buying such a coin. 

When I first started writing these articles. I used to illustrate the tell-tale 
points of the fakes I pictured . . . until about 1967 when a crook used one of my 
articles to show a federal grand jury that his fakes did not possess the tell-tale 
point I’d exposed. All I’d done was to educate the lad, and never since have I 
published the point which yells “Fake” about a counterfeit. 

Regularly I’m asked why I don’t publish a book, pointing out the distinctive, 
tell-tale points of the some 4,000 different counterfeits I’ve seen. Such a book. 
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Folks, would be a best-seller, and I could make an honest shilling or two, but such a 
book would do no favor to the collector! 

In fact, anyone who’d publish such an expose would be doing a real disservice 
to the hobby! 

Take for example one coin which currently “trends” for about $400.00 in UNC. 

There’s a die-struck counterfeit of that $400.00 coin. The fake has the 
precisely proper metallic alloy and weight. The counterfeit dies are exceptionally 
well made . . . but there’s one tiny slip-up on the dies by which that counterfiet 
$400.00 coin can be detected. 

If the counterfeiter knew of that tiny slip-up, he could correct it in less than 
two minutes by the clock . . . and then there’d be no way to distinguish his fake 
from a genuine. 

Think a minute. 

Why is your coin selling for some $400.00? Because it’s scarce! 

What would happen to the market price of your $400.00 gem if 100,000 perfect 
counterfeits of it were dribbled into this country’s collections? 

Need an example? 

You might study the rapidly declining price of the 1950-D UNC nickel when 
100,000 or more die-struck counterfeit 1950-D’s were filtered into collections a few 
years ago!!! 

Had some good-intentioned soul then published that crook’s mistake, that 
crook could have remedied it overnight . . . and then he wouldn’t have been trapped 
and sentenced to fifteen years in the federal pen! 

So I hope you’ll understand why I refuse to educate the fakers further. 

THE UNSOLVED IRRAWADDY MYSTERY 

At the top of this page is an 8 reales of Guanajuato, Mexico, 1894 R.S., on the 
reverse of which is a counterstamped set of balances surrounded by THE 
IRRAWADDY COUNTING HOUSE AT RANGOON within anoval. 

This countermark is not from the same punch which was used on the silver bar 
which I pictured in the May ’72 and in the February ’74 issues of The Numismatist. 

I’m still hunting for some solid evidence of the actual existence of “The 
Irrawaddy Counting House at Rangoon.” 

The embassy of Burmah in Washington, D.C., unsuccessfully has tried to find 
a trace of that “counting house.” Nor has a Burmah government agency in Rangoon 
had any luck. 

So, if a “numismatic detective” happens to read this, please lend a hand on this 
still unsolved whodunit.

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SUMMARY REPORT 

1974 Annual Bo/.rd Meeting 

The ANA Board of Governors met for a total of about eighteen hours in several 
sessions during the 83rd Anniversary Convention in Bal Harbour, Florida. So that 
officers could be available for and attend the many activities at which they are 
expected (in some cases to take part) during the convention, much of t le meeting 
time was scheduled on the Saturday, Sunday and Monday preceding ihe official 
convention opening. 


The nine members of the board 
(your elected officers) were present 
and the following appointed officers 
attended most sessions: Executive 
Director Edward C. Rochette, his 
assistant and Acting Curator Arthur 
M. Fitts III, Treasurer William C. 
Henderson, and Legal Counsel Richard 
B.Dusterberg. Editor/Historian N. Neil 
Harris and ANACS Director Charles 
R. Hoskins attended some sessions by 
board invitation. 

'I’he board accepted, with true 
regret, the resignation of Ellis Edlow 
as legal counsel, who asked to be 
relieved of the post for health reasons. 
Previously appointed Acting Legal 
Counsel Richard B. Dusterberg, ANA 
member (67319), and an attorney of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, was appointed legal 
counsel. Board members were most 
favorably impressed by this quiet but 
friendly young man and his atten- 
tiveness to the board’s deliberations. 

Relatively few members have ex- 
pressed objection to the wording on 
the back of the permanent-type 
membership cards introduced in 1973. 
When it is necessary to print ad- 
ditional cards, the board voted, 
desirable changes will be made, in- 
cluding changing the reverse wording 
to, “Current status of the member as 
evidenced by this card may be con- 
firmed by ANA Headquarters.” A new 
card will then be sent to all members 
eligible to hold a membership card. 

Two bylaw amendments relative to 
election of officers were adopted. One 
eliminates the publication in The 
Numismatist of the names of clubs 
nominating the various candidates. 
The names of the candidates will be 
published hereafter with indication as 
to those who have the required number 


of nominations — five club.s plus five 
personal — to qualify for inclusion on 
the ballot. 

This change will save co isiderable 
printing expense and eliminate the 
competition (entailing expense that 
some candidates do not feel like in- 
cjrring) to show large numbers of 
nominators. 

The other amendment proi^ides for a 
brief (maximum 100 words) 
biographical sketch and photo of each 
candidate to accompany tf e election 
ballots. This does not change the past 
practice of publishing biographical 
sketches and photos of candidates in 
7’he Numismatist in the June or July 
issue. 

Since there have bee a several 
changes made in the ANA bylaws at 
rocent board meetings, it is suggested 
toat members request the executive 
director to send them an jp-to-date 
printing that will be available soon. 
7his applies particularly to those 
members who are or will be concerned, 
for any reason, in the 1975 and subse- 
quent elections of officers. 

Recommendations of ihe Com- 
plaints Committee, incl jding its 
r3view of twenty-one cases in its file, 
resulted in the following board ac- 
t ons: James Jones of Ma ’y Esther, 
Florida, whose application for 
membership when pub ished in 
December, 1972, drew objections, was 
accepted as member R-73418 in the 
1 ght of up-to-date information; 
previously suspended, Gideon E. 
Hawley, R-65800, and Ceorge J. 
Lebonick, R-69194, were expelled from 
membership as a result of c review of 
their files; Stanley y^pfelbaum, 

I M-818, expelled in August 1972, was 
granted reinstatement upon his re- 
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quest and submission of up-to-date 
information; as a result of new com- 
plaints, members Adrian Van 
Leeuwen, LM-859, and Ronald P. 
Wilson, R-74690, were expelled; and 
Raymond Roush, R-65772, Larry 
Parker, R-74239, David Katz, R-70072, 
George Fiasconaro, R-59064, Jerry 
Deets, R-60969, and Tom C. Caldwell, 
LM-1318, were suspended. 

In the nine other cases in the com- 
plaints file, no immediate action was 
taken although investigation will con- 
tinue regarding several of them. 

Unanimously rejected was a 
proposal by a California coin company 
that it use the ANA seal to 
counterstamp 1000 early 1964 
Kennedy half dollars, to be sold at a 
high premium, from the proceeds of 
which a percentage return would be 
made to the Association. Board 
members took exception to several 
aspects of the proposal, particularly 
feeHng that it was a commercial ven- 
ture that would be outside the 
Association’s scope of functions. 

Rejected also was a suggestion that 
the lower age limit for junior members 
be lowered from eleven to seven years. 

The offer of William C. Henderson of 
Colorado Springs of $1,000 to fund an 
exhibit award for a category to be 
known as “Western Americana” was 
accepted. This category will be 
restricted to numismatic and related 
material associated with that part of 
the United States west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. For information on this 
category, and the new “Private Mint 
Issues Since 1960” that was approved 
at the February 27-28 meeting (both to 
be effective in 1975), members may 
contact Governor Wilde, chairman of 


the Exhibit Committee. 

Approval was given to a proposal to 
distribute ancient coins to junior 
members for meaningful participation 
in coin clubs, for giving numismatic 
talks or writing numismatic articles. 
David R. Cervin of Amarillo, Texas, 
submitted the proposal and will ad- 
minister it through 1975. 

The budget for 1974-75, recommend- 
ed by the Finance Committee and 
balanced at $504,650, was adopted. 
Anticipated increases in revenue dur- 
ing the present year over last are 
largely in member dues and admit- 
tance fees, advertising and interest 
earned. Offsetting increases in expen- 
ditures are expected for printing and 
staff employees, the latter including 
cost of living salary increases and the 
cost of an employee pension plan 
previously authorized. 

Relative to future annual conven- 
tions, the auction sale privilege in 1975 
was voted to Superior Stamp & Coin 
Co., Los Angeles. The Marriott Hotel in 
Atlanta was selected as headquarters 
for the 1977 convention, for which the 
Georgia Numismatic Association will 
be the official host. Houston, Texas, 
was chosen as the host city for the 1978 
convention, pending final 
arrangements for suitable and ade- 
quate hotel rooms and space for ex- 
hibits, the bourse and meetings. 

Other matters “for the good of the 
Association” were discussed, and a 
few actions taken of an administrative 
nature. One such was approval of the 
concept of a medical reimbursement 
plan for members of the ANA staff. 
Such a plan is to be submitted, with the 
approval of the legal counsel and 
auditor, at the next meeting of the 
board.

However, the two previous 
issues, August and September, equaled the 240 page total. 
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Virginia Culver, ANA president presents the coveted Farran Zerbe Memorial Award to Herbert M. Bergen. 


Veteran numismatist Herbert M. Bergen was recently awarded the American 
Numismatic Association’s most coveted honor, the Farran Zerbe Award. Bergen 
was the twenty-third ANA member to receive this honor. 


For over thirty years Bergen has 
been deeply involved and highly 
dedicated to the betterment of the 
Association and its goals. During this 
period he has served in numerous 
leadership positions including that of 
editor of the Club Bulletin, first and 
second vice president of the Associa- 
tion, a member of the Board of Gover- 
nors and, finally, president of the 
ANA. 

Among the many projects which 
have received Bergen’s support were 
the building of the museum and Head- 
quarters in Colorado Springs and the 
authentication service now housed in 
Washington, D.C. He has also chaired 
the important Finance and Budget, 
Organizational Planning, and Per- 
sonnel Committees. 

In addition to his support of the 
national organization, Bergen has been 
actively involved with state and local 
clubs. He was president of the Califor- 
nia State Numismatic Association, 
president and secretary of the Orange 
County, California Coin Club; and a 


member of the American Numismatic 
Society, Token and Medal Society and 
California Exonumist Society. 

Bergen was previously recognized 
by the Association for his outstanding 
service when he was awarded the 
Medal of Merit in 1972 at the New 
Orleans convention. 

The Farran Zerbe Award is con- 
ferred by the ANA Board of Governors 
for outstanding, devoted and dis- 
tinguished service to numismatics and 
to the national organization.

Trio Awarded Medal of Merit 


Three benefactors of the American Numismatic Association were awarded 
the Association’s Medal of Merit in ceremonies held during the 83rd Anniversary 


Convention in Bal Harbour, Florida. 

Ellis Ediow was honored for his 
contributions to the Association as 
legal counsel and as a key member of 
the ANA Complaints and Byhiws 
Committees. Ediow was awarded the 
medal in recognition of his deep in- 
terest in the welfare of the Association 
and his concern for the ever increasing 
legal problems facing the ANA each 
day. 

Mrs. Genevieve Herdegen, honorary 
member of the ANA, received the 
Medal of Merit in recognition of her 
gift of coins and books which are now 
housed in the ANA museum and 
library. For many years prior to the 
death of her husband, Robert T. 
Herdegen, she persisted in en- 
couraging him to complete one of the 
finest collection of Germanic, Irish and 
modern African state coinages 
assembled in the United States. It is 
this appreciation of the science of 
numismatics which was recognized at 
the Bal Harbour convention. 

Founder and former president of the 
Franklin Mint, Joseph M. Segal, v/as 
the third recipient of the coveted 
award. Segal and the Franklin Mint 
have done a great deal to bring recogni- 
tion to the historical value of medallic 
art.

Generosity was manifest in many ways during the recently completed 83rd 
Anniversary Convention of your Association in Bal Harbour, Florida. Your 
museum was fortunate to be the beneficiary of several significant gifts which will 
be properly publicized in due course. By dint of single items as well as numbers, 
the size, quality and significance of your museum significantly grew. 


For some years now the Franklin 
Mint has presented a special sterling 
silver memento to all who attend the 
final convention banquet, and this 
year was no exception. This year’s 
“Salute to the ANA,’’ presented to the 
774 diners, was designed by Joseph 
A it a and sculpted by Clayton Blaker to 
capture three major aspects of the 
convention: numismatics, treasure, 
and the sun. A unique gold-on-silver 
specimen was struck and presented to 
Acting Museum Curator Arthur Fitts 
and ANA President Virginia Culver by 
William F. Krieg, FM vice president. A 
“first’’ this year was a special silver 
“Salute to the Young Numismatists of 
the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion’’ medal presented to all YN’s and 
their hosts at the annual Young 
Numismatists luncheon, hosted by the 
Franklin Mint. 


and La Sociedad Numismatica de Mex- 
ico were represented at the annual 
banquet. On behalf of the Sociedad, Sr. 
and Sra. Jose Herrera presented Mrs. 
Culver a plushly encased set of seven 
silver medals commemorating signifi- 
cant stages in the development of 
Mexican coins, as well as the Society’s 
20th anniversary. We are grateful for 
this very handsome set. 


This year, as in recent years, both 
the Canadian Numismatic Association

“Inspiration.” Pegasus, the 
mythological horse, is central to the 
design of all surfaces; the medal itself 
breaks into two parts with the interior 
bearing the same feature: the winged 
horse in flight, incused and in relief. 
The medal is also being struck in 
bronze, as well as in silver. 

In view of the present museum ex- 
pansion program and the Americana 
Galleries which will be included 
therein, the presentation of coins of the 
American Colonies is most significant. 
Comprised of ninety-one pieces, the 
collection is being lent by former ANA 
President Herbert Bergen, and will 
admirably complement the existing 
Colonial material already available for 
display. The significance of this collec- 
tion cannot be overstated, for it con- 
tains several pieces seldom seen on the 
market, and generally in superior con- 
dition. Several may well be of “finest 
known” stature. More complete details 
will be forthcoming in later months, 
but it is fitting to cite a few examples 
here: a Mark Newby (New Jersey) 
farthing in silver, an uncirculated 
Elephant token, a nearly uncirculated 
Continental Dollar of the E. G. FECIT, 
variety, the three 1795 North Wales 
halfpenny varieties, and six different 
Washington buttons. It certainly is an 
enviable opportunity and privilege to 
work with this caliber of material. 

Construction continues nearly on 
schedule. All the exterior walls and 
interior partitions for the museum 
galleries are in place; the colorful vinyl 
veneers are being applied. Once the 
iron workers complete installation of 
the stairway, it will be full speed 
ahead with the hanging of the ceiling, 
the placing of over seventy individual 
display cases, the laying of the floor, 
and the equipping of the theatre. It is 
gratifying that more display cases 


have been sponsored, and an 
up-to-date list will soon be published. 
Even your Headquarters’ personnel, 
manifesting their enthusiasm and sup- 
port of the exciting project, have 
provided $500 for a case. This is 
unquestionably an exemplary 
response!

Abram Belskie, recipient of the 1974 ANA Numismatic Art Award For 
Excellence in Medallic Sculpture, might well be called the world’s foremost 


practitioner of “medal-cine.” 

The word, like Belskie’s career, is a 
synthesis; like much of his work, it 
combines elements of two disparate 
disciplines: art — medallic and 
otherwise — and medicine. 

More successfully, perhaps, than 
any other man in recent years, Belskie 
has used art to advance the cause of 
medical science — and medals to make 
medicine more meaningful to laymen. 

The sixty-seven year-old sculptor 
has won acclaim in both the worlds he 
straddles. In the field of medicine, he is 
renowned for the life-size, life-weight 
latex teaching models he developed, in 
conjunction with Dr. Robert L. Dickin- 
son, while serving as medical sculptor 
at the New York Medical College. And 
in the field of art, he has been praised 
and honored for his sculptures and 
medals — notably the fifty medals he 
designed for the "Great Men of 
Medicine” series issued by Presiden- 
tial Art Medals, Inc. 

The distinguished “Great Men of 
Medicine” series, honoring healers 



from Hippocrates onward, figured 
prominently in the ANA’s decision to 
bestow its numismatic art award on 
Belskie — and it ranks among his 
personal favorites, too. 

“I think I like everything I have 
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done,” he says, ‘‘but this is something 
special — something that, in sequence, 
has become a history ... a monument in 
itself. A monument, you know, does 
not have to be very large. 

‘‘I like it,” he continues, ‘‘because it 
combines both art and science. I don’t 
think, really, there’s any barrier 
between them. If the combination was 
good enough for Leonardo da Vinci, it’s 
good enough for me.” 

Art and science aren’t the only 
diverse elements Belskie brings 
together. Physically, too, he is a study 
in contrasts. As he himself admits, 
‘‘My voice doesn’t quite fit my 
appearance.” Tall and spare, with a 
long, narrow face, he seems from a 
distance somewhat gruff and aloof. 
The illusion fades quickly when he 
speaks, however, for his voice is soft 
and modulated and still bears traces of 
both London, where he was born, and 
Glasgow, where he grew to manhood. 

Belskie began his formal art training 
at the age of fifteen as an apprentice to 
William M. Petrie, a Scottish sculptor 
and painter identified with the 
Pre-Raphaelite school of art — which, 
he quips, ‘‘sort of dates me.” At sixteen, 
he enrolled in the Glasgow School of 
Art; after completing four years there, 
he furthered his training in London, 
Paris, and Rome. 

He came to the United States, to New 
York, in 1929, when he was twen- 
ty-two — and he ruefully recalls that 
his timing couldn’t have been worse. 

‘‘I came on Nov. 11,” he remembers, 
‘‘and the Depression was just begin- 
ning. Everyone was falling out of win- 
dows. Most of the sculptors advised 
me to go home, but I was naive enough 
to think all I had to do was carry 
photographs of my work and people 
would hire me on the spot.” 

Finding a job proved to be harder 
than that. At length, though, the young 
sculptor did find employment with 
(ohn Gregory, who needed help 
preparing sculptures of 
Shakespearean scenes for the Folger- 
-Shakespeare Library in Washington, 
D.C. 


For six years before coming to the 
LJ.S., young Belskie had been courting 
a pretty Scottish lass named Helen 
Atkinson. She joined him in this coun- 
try on St. Patrick’s Day, 1930, and they 
were married two days later. 

"I ate a lot of tuna fish and butter- 
milk,” he recalls, ‘‘to save money to 
bring the Mrs. over.” 

In 1933, when his work with 
Gregory was finished, Belskie took a 
sentimental journey back to Scotland 
with his wife. On their return to 
America, he found jobs even harder to 
come by than before. At one point, he 
was forced to take a job as a stone 
carver, finishing other sculptors’ 
work. 

He worked from time to time with 
Malvina Hoffman, a well-known 
sculptress, and it was through her that 
he met — and became associated with 
— Dr. Dickinson. Their collaboration 
on sculptured anatomical models 
began when they prepared a series of 
models for a display in the Hall of Man 
at the 1939 New York World’s Fair. 
The year 1939 was doubly important 
for Belskie, for it was then he became a 
IJ.S. citizen, too. 

In retrospect, Belskie admits he had 
grave misgivings about his work with 
Dickinson. 

‘‘My first impulse, after I went to the 
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New York Academy of Medicine,” he 
confesses, “was really just to get out, 
because this was completely out of my 
experience. I saw two or three medical 
artists working on things that seemed 
out of line — being from Scotland and 
rather prudish." 

He stayed on, though; he and Dickin- 
son worked together, in fact, for more 
than a dozen years before the doctor 
died at the age of 89. 

During those years, Belskie helped 
develop and perfect exact-scale latex 
teaching models of the type now used 
in medical schools and hospitals 
throughout the United States. In the 
process, he picked up more than a little 
medical knowledge himself. 

“I couldn’t have learned as much 
about the body,” he remarks, “if I’d 
gone to medical school. Dr. Dickinson 
took me into dissection rooms at New 
York medical clinics, and specialists in 
various fields worked with me. 
Operating procedures gave me a 
chance to see the living organ, too, 
which was very important; I was in- 
terested in the living form, not the 
dead. 

“Medicine for teaching was a 
tremendous responsibility,” he adds. 
“When people look at a three-dimen- 
sional thing, they’ll accept it, because 
they can see it all around. You can get 
away with things in two-dimensional 
work, but not on something like this.” 

Belskie devoted himself almost ex- 
clusively to medical work during his 
association with Dr. Dickinson. Star- 
ting in 1952, though, after Dickinson’s 
death, he channeled his energies into 
more conventional art forms once 
again. 

It was in 1952 that he designed his 
first medal. He has fashioned many 
more since — and time and again they 
have dealt with medical men and in- 


stitutions. In all probability, he has 
designed more medals on these themes 
than any other artist now alive — and 
it may well be that no one has ever 
surpassed him in this regard. 

In addition to the “Great Men of 
Medicine” series, he also has designed, 
among other medallic works, the 25th 
anniversary medal for the Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center, a 
medallion for the Ortho Research 
Foundation, and the centennial medal 
for the New York Medical College. 

Nor have all his medallic works been 
medically oriented. The 49th issue of 
the Society of Medalists in 1954 ex- 
plores the art of sculpture. His 
medallic works also include National 
Commemorative Society tributes to 
Thomas Jefferson and Adm. Richard E. 
Byrd, an American Negro Com- 
memorative Society issue honoring 
Frederick Douglas, and a medal for the 
Societe Commemorative de Femmes 
Celebres portraying the Pioneer 
Women of America. Most of these 
particular medals were struck by The 
kTanklin Mint, which was instrumen- 
tal in launching the ANA’s numismatic 
art award nearly a decade ago. 

This was not Belskie’s first major 
award. His previous honors include 
the Mrs. Louis }. Bennet Award, the J. 
Sanford Saltus Medal, and Scotland’s 
Sir John Edward Burnett Prize. The 
Saltus Medal, which he received in 
1959, is of special significance to coin 
hobbyists, for it comes from the 
prestigious American Numismatic 
Society. 

In addition, the sculptor is listed in 
Who's Who in America. 

Belskie and his wife live in Closter, 
New Jersey. They have two sons, 
Albert and Victor — neither of whom 
has followed in the footsteps of their 
father.

The inside mirror images 
reveal a dramatic portrayal of man and his struggle 
to capture and control inspiration. 

This unusual 2%" medal (both parts) is offered in 
limited edition's of solid bronze (U.S. edition 
limited to 2,500), bronze-silver combination (1,- 
500), and .999 fine silver (1,000). The silver version 
contains approximately 8 troy ounces of pure silver, 
one of the heaviest silver medals ever offered. 
Respective prices are; $15.00, $60.00 and $120.00. 
Each is packaged in an attractive jeweler's case.

On approximately October 28, 1974, your 1975 dues statement will be 
mailed. Like taxes, any dues statement is a fact of life — one that is very 
difficult to ignore. You are invited to save yourself and the Headquarters’ 
staff inconvenience and time by following instructions that will accom- 
pany the dues statement. 

The most important instruction is that you return your payment in the 
special envelope you will receive. Two or more dues payments may be 
enclosed in one envelope and paid by one check, provided the return portion 
of each dues statement is enclosed also. Please do not enclose any other mail 
or correspondence with your dues payment. 

As last year, you will not receive a new membership card. Semi-perma- 
nent cards were sent all members in 1973. Therefore, it is imperative that you 
keep a record of your dues payment. You can record your payment by 
retaining the “Member’s Copy’’ portion of the dues statement. Be very careful 
to retain the correct portion and enclose the other one with your payment. 

Also, be sure to remit the exact amount as shown on your dues statement 
which takes into account any credits due you or, in a few instances, back 
dues owed. Dues are the same as last year: associate members $2.00; juniors 
$6.00; regular members $8.00 and clubs $12.00. 

As always, donations are welcomed and may be included with your dues 
payment. You will recieve a receipt, acceptable to the IRS as proof of a 
contribution for income tax credit. Your name will also be published in The 
Numismatist if your donation is $10 or more. 

To summarize: read the instructions on your dues statement and follow 
them closely. Some of them may seem trival, even silly, but they are all 
designed to speed operation and avoid errors. Helping your Headquarters’ 
staff helps the Association of which you are a part.

German necessity or emergency pieces called notgeld were issued by many 
towns and cities, as well as individuals, firms and organizations, when regular 
coinage became scarce. 

They circulated as money within the boundaries of the issuing authority and 
were struck by various minting firms, of which the best known is L. Chr. Lauer. 

Notgeld appeared in various metals such as zinc, iron and aluminum, as well 
as porcelain, wood, coal and rubber. Shapes and sizes were also varied and the 
legends usually indicate the origin and denomination.

Bicentennial Coins Struck 


Trial strikes of our nation’s 
Bicentennial coins were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint on August 12, by 
Mary Brooks, Director of the Mint, and 
the three winners of the National 
Bicentennial Coin Design Competition. 
Jack L. Ahr, Seth G. Huntington and 
Dennis R. Williams, designers of the 
new reverse designs for the quarter, 
half dollar and dollar respectively, 
were overwhelmed by the opportunity 
to aid in the historic striking. 

The trial strikes were later flown to 
the 83rd Anniversary Convention of 
the ANA in Bal Harbour, Florida, 


where they were on display in the U.S. 
Mint exhibit. 

Circulation of the new coins will 
commence on July 4, 1975, and orders 
for the 40 percent silver-clad 
specimens will open on November 15, 
1974, to continue through January of 
1976. The three-piece proof sets will 
cost $15 each, with uncirculated sets 
costing $9 each. The usual five sets per 
customer limit will prevail for each 
type ordered. Cupronickel-clad 
specimens of the new coins will be 
included in the 1975 proof and uncir- 
culated sets as well. 
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The following information is offered as a service to the membership. Although 
not mentioned in the official United States Postal Service announcement, the 
subject is suspected to have recently defrauded numerous members of the 
numismatic fraternity in coin related transactions as well as stamp dealings.

ANACS Warns of False 1811 $5.00 Gold 


Collectors of U.S. gold coins should check 1811 Half Eagles carefully before 
buying them, says Charles Hoskins, ANACS director. The ANA Certification 
Service has examined several of these spurious coins in July and August. 

“Apparently several hundred of these coins are being offered for sale in the 
southern United States,” Hoskins added. “These pieces are not exceptionally 
deceptive when examined microscopically, but they will usually fool the 
collector at first glance.” 

The forgeries have a frosty, light gold color. A fine.pinpoint -size depression 
can be seen in the field right of the bottom point of the lower right star on the 
obverse. This depression is so small that it is easily overlooked unless a 
10-power glass is used.

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Annual Report of the President 

This has been a very fine and exciting year for our American Numismatic Association! 
There have been many “firsts” to record in our annals along with outstanding events and 
accomplishments. It is with a great sense of honor and pride that I recap these to you as your 
president. 

Your board of governors met twice during the year to carry on the attendent business of 
our Association. The first meeting was called to name three key personnel. Arthur M. Fitts III 
was named assistant to the director and acting curator. N. Neil Harris was chosen as editor of 
The Numismatist and continuing as historian. These two men plus our efficient and 
dedicated executive director. Edward C. Rochette, form an excellent team to handle the work 
at our Headquarters in Colorado Springs. Francis Fazzari was hired for the position of 
authenticator for ANACS, working in conjunction with the director, Charles Hoskins. This 
combination forms an excellent team for our authentication and certification service in 
Washington, D.C. 

For the first time in ANA history, key appointed officers will be working under two-year 
contracts. Previously, appointed officers came up for review each year. This contract will 
allow us to attract and retain dedicated and qualified personnel to operate the ANA in a 
business-like manner with the most efficiency for the best benefit of our entire membership. 
It will allow a continuance of performance by these personnel allowing no politics to affect 
these important appointments. Also.for the first itme, ANA employees may avail themselves 
of a new pension plan. A new vacation plan was also adopted which is based on employees’ 
tenure. 

Perhaps one of the greatest “firsts” occurred on April 19th of this year when Proclamation 
#4286 was signed by President Richard Nixon designating the week beginning April 21st as 
National Coin Week. This was the 50th anniversary of this celebration by our Association 
and it was made more memorable by this first Presidential Proclamation. A special 
celebration was held in Washington and Philadelphia during this week honoring the three 
bicentennial coin design winners and a special exhibit was set up at the Philadelphia Mint, 
To all of you who participated in our 50th anniversary of NCW, it is greatly appreciated and 
will long be remembered. 

A special membership drive for our Association was held in combination with NCW and 
this broke still another record. More than 1800 new members were signed up in ANA during 
this speical period. Three of those new members were the Bicentennial coin design winners 
whose membership applications were signed at the Philadelphia Mint. Chairman Maurice 
M. Gould along with his NCW committee and his membership committee can well be proud 
of their outstanding accomplishments for 1974. Special thanks are also due Director of the 
Mint, Mary T. Brooks, and past Secretary of the Treasury. George Schultz, for their help in 
the National Coin Week Presidential Proclamation. 

For the first time, a specially designed medal for NCW was given NCWparticipants and 
those participating in the membership drive. This was made possible through the courtesy of 
William F. Krieg of The Franklin Mint. “History in Your Hands” was the winning slogan 
selected from over a thousand entries in the first NCW contest. John F. Ryan of New York 
City, the winner, was honored with a special plaque through the courtesy of Coin World. 

Your vice president. George Hatie, has chaired the District Representative Program, the 
medal committee and two special committees which are new this year. The Election Ethics 
and Procedures Committee recommended some much needed guidelines for our ANA 
elections and these were unanimously adopted by your board of governors and written into 
our by-laws. There was also need for clarification of ANA board ethics and procedures. 
This committee made valuable recomendations which were adopted and placed in our 
by-laws. The need for this clarification and some definite guidelines was evident and 
henceforth should avoid the confusion which existed before. 

As we grow, progress, and change, our Association bylaws are in constant need of 
revision and up-dating. This committee chairmanship was handled by Eva Adams, one of the 
lawyers on your board. In addition to this important committee she has chaired the Gifts, 
Bequests, and Endowments Fund. You will be able to see the generosity of benefits which 
have accrued our Association for 1973-1974 in the special annual donation report. It is you. 
our members, who make the ANA what it is, and it is through your interest and gifts that 
we are able to maintain the benefits for you, our members. The chairman of this committee is 
broadening the scope of donor activity into governmental agencies and we are hoping for 
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favorable grants in the coming year. A new committee, Dealer Relationship, has been most 
active this year under Miss Adams and has won favor with many other groups who have 
promised support for the varied projects which this committee envelopes. 

The Museum Committee, chaired by William C. Henderson, our treasurer, has literally 
been busting out all over. Actual construction has begun on our lower level museum. The 
contract calls for ninety work days to construct the shell to hold the special exhibits and the 
theater. Additional time will be needed for their construction, but 1975 should see the formal 
dedication of the Museum of Modern Medallic Art with special galleries celebrating our 
Bicentennial. Although the anticipation of this enormous project is great, we are certain the 
realization will be even greater, and we are anxious for each one of you to see your museum. 

Your governor, Kenneth Hallenbeck, has chaired the Insurance Committee and it is a 
natural as his vocation is in insurance. An important benefit to our clubs has been a new 
liability insurance plan whose rates are within the reach of small as well as large clubs and 
provides valuable financial protection during their shows and conventions. A “money 
purchase” pension plan was approved by your board for our employees, and a travel policy 
was purchased for ANA officials and employees doing business for our Association in which 
the ANA is the beneficiary for at least 50% of the policy. 

There has been more activity this year in the Young Numismatist Committee than ever 
before because of the correspondance course which has been instigated. Its success has been 
overwhelming! Its workload has been overwhelming to the chairman, Kenneth Hallenbeck, 
and to the volunteer administrators of the course, but they have given generously of their 
time and talents and the results are most gratifying. Your board has approved an 
intermediate course to follow as soon as possible because of the interest in this beginning 
course. It is interesting to note that twice as many adults graduated as did juniors proving 
the basic need for this program. Fourteen summer seminar scholarships were donated this 
year to deserving juniors and I can personally attest to this most worthwhile project which 
was initiated several years ago by the donation of a scholarship by Chester Krause. Thank 
you to these fourteen donors — your money was well spent and greatly appreciated! A Young 
Numismatist Summer Seminar Scholarship Endowment has been established. This will 
enable anyone to participate in the junior program regardless of the size of your gift. 
Remember today’s junior members are tomorrow’s adult members. 

Education is one of the foremost aspects of our Association as stated in our federal charter 
and this committee under the chairmanship of Glenn Smedley, reports progress. At last, 
clubs now have an up-to-date brochure on slide sets and films that are available for club 
programs. An up-to-date ANACS brochure is in the finalized stage before printing. The 
chairman has given tirelessly of his time working in person at our Headquarters sans pay 
when there was an acute shortage of personnel. Such dedication to our Association merits 
our heartfelt thanks. Our librarian, Geneva Karlson, always gives of her time to your 
requests and runs your library most efficiently and graciously. 

The Publications Committee’s responsibility centers around our official organ. The 
Numismatist and the Club Bulletin, and is chaired by Glenn Smedley. You have noticed the 
growth in size of The Numismatist both in editorial content and advertising in 1974. Our new 
editor, N. Neil Harris, always strives for perfection in each issue and has already attained a 
fine batting average. John Watson, advertising manager for The Numismatist also merits 
much credit for his artistic talents. These are utilized in numerous projects outside of the two 
publications. The one item over which we seem to have no power or control is the United 
States Postal Service. There are problems in paper and in printing machinery, but these can 
usually be mastered to a degree of satisfaction. We do apologize for any delays on the 
delivery of your magazine. 

The American Numismatic Association Certification Service located in Washington, D.C., 
is flourishing: During this year the staff has been doubled to handle the influx of items to be 
authenicated. Francis Fazzari, authenticator and assistant to Director Charles Hoskins, lends 
expertise in many fields. Many of the early “wrinkles” of a new program have now been 
ironed out and the accuracy record continues to climb. Governor Adna Wilde has chaired this 
committee and worked well with the ANACS staff to streamline their paper operations in 
order to have more time to devote to authentication. Those experts in our ranks who give of 
their time to this program and those enthusiasts who give of their financial aid are making 
this important service bigger and better each year! 
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The Exhibits Committee made significant progress this year in revising the point system 
for some categories of exhibits as suggested by member, Richard S. Yeoman, in order to make 
them more equitable. We are indeed lucky to have his expertise as Head judge this yearalong 
with two other experts, Byron Johnson and Ray Byrne as assistants. Another first will be 
instigated at the 1975 convention — the creation of a new category for exhibiting — 
PRIVATE MINT ISSUES SINCE 1960. Governor Adna Wilde chaired this committee along 
with the Complaints Committee. Many complaints are resolved by your executive director 
and need not be brought before your board of governors. However, complaints do take time 
and money from your Association . . , time and money which could be spent in a more 
constructive way. Is it passe^to remember The Golden Rule? 

Governor Eldridge Jones, a banker in his own right, has chaired the Finance Committee. 
Valuable assistance to this very important committee has been freely given by our treasurer, 
William C. Henderson and our bookkeeper, Ruthann Brettell. At this late date of writing, the 
auditor’s report is still not in so it is impossible to detail any figures. 

The Hall of Fame Committee has complied with the regulations and 1974 electors balloU 
were sent out and the results will be forthcoming. Governor Jones is the chairman of this 
committee as well as the Awards Committee. These results of their consultations will be 
made known throughout our convention at the appropriate times. 

Governor John Jay Pittman has chaired the Numismatic Terms Standardization Com- 
mittee which was revitalized in order to up-date and re-publish that important booklet this 
year. Many new terms have come into existence since the last publication some years ago. 
This is given to new members and any member may purchase one by writing to 
Headquarters. Aside from the immediate goal of this year, a long range project is to 
completely revise and up-date a complete dictionary of numismatic terms such as Frey, 
which is completely obsolete. In addition to this committee. Governor Pittman has chaired 
the Security, Robberies, Thefts & Rewards Committee in which he is interested. Executive 
Director Edward Pochette did yeoman service along these lines this year at the trial against 
our Association for alleged negligence of the security room. Any ANA member who loses 
numismatic material should have the detective assigned to the case, or the police officer, 
circulate the list of lost material to nearby areas and to send such official lists to ANA 
Headquarters. It is most important that this be done in this official manner in order to 
involve the proper agencies. 

The Whizzing Committee has been chaired by Ray Byrne. Although this nemesis is still 
with us, it has slowed down a bit from its most rampant stage. Dealers and collectors alike 
must join ranks and cooperate fully with each other in order to stamp out this practice. 

The Bourse Selection is very capably handled by Executive Director Edward Rochette and 
is no easy job. When almost 500 applications are received to fill 175 tables, some type of 
rating system must be used. Priorities for this system include your active participation in the 
Association, being a booster of the Association, your donations to the Association, and your 
participation as an advertiser in the Association’s magazine. 

Assistant to the director and acting curator, Arthur M. Fitts III, has most capably handled 
the multi-fold duties assigned to him. Two of the biggest ones are the complaints and 
convention co-ordinator. As we grow and progress, putting on our annual convention is big 
business in order to accomodate all the aspects which we encompass. Acting curator takes 
time as well as knowledge yet he taught the class in medieval numismatics at the summer 
seminar, combining his former profession with his numismatic know-how. 

The Sixth Annual ANA Summer Seminar is history now, yet it pleases me greatly to be 
able to give you a first-hand report as I participated as a student, stayed in the dormitory, ate 
at the college, and attended all the lectures. The rave notices we have heard before are not 
exaggeration, and it is understandable why members wish to return again and again. On 
behalf of the Association and personally, I want to thank all the instructors who gave so 
willingly of their time and to the companies who sponsored them. In several cases, 
instructors took time from their private business plus paid their way to teach. The young 
numismatists who attended this year (fourteen of them were on scholarships generously 
donated) were enthusiastic, stimulating, knowledgeable, and fun. If they are an example of 
tomorrow’s adult ANA members, we have no worry. Executive Director Edward Rochette is 
an old pro on this planning and we are both hoping that next year s summer seminar can 
include more curriculum, more instructors, and naturally more students. 
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All of this progress, accomplishments of the Association, and the many “firsts” which 
were achieved were in no measure due to one. or a few people. Dedication, devotion, 
harmony, and cooperation made this all possible. The highest praise is not enough for our 
personnel in Colorado Springs. Your board of governors works tirelessly on your behalf and 
for our ANA. Each of you have contributed in countless ways — willingly and efficiently. 
Numismatic publications have conduced our aims. To each and everyone goes my personal 
gratitude. It is not only an honor to serve as your president, but definitely a privilege to be 
associated with you!

Report of the Executive Director 

As the sommelier would say, “It is a very good year!” And that it has been. 

In the eighty-three year history of our Association, this past fiscal year has recorded the 
most successful annual convention to date — Boston with a 13,926 registration; a 
phenomenal growth in both the editorial and advertising content of our official journal — 
The Numismatist; a golden anniversary celebration of National Coin Week with a 
corresponding membership drive netting 1800 new members in a six week period; and a near 
ten-fold increase from the initial year in attendance at the Annual Summer Seminar held in 
conjunction with Colorado College. 

Coupled with what has already transpired many new projects are underway — new 
insurance benefits for both individual members and clubs, an ever expanding Young 
Numismatists Program, an increase in exchange of ideas and consultation with U.S. 
Treasury Department officials and, perhaps most exciting of all, the finalization of plans for 
the new lower-level museum at ANA Headquarters. The latter being the first major 
undertaking in Colorado Springs since the building of the Headquarters in 1967. 

The new museum with its three galleries and an audio-visual theatre will lend excitement 
to every member’s visit to ANA Headquarters. 

There were many tangible benefits resulting in the past year’s accomplishments ... the 
successful ANA convention in Boston brought its general chairman to Colorado Springs. 
Arthur M. Fitts III now serves as the acting museum curator and my assistant. The increased 
advertising revenue from the growing number of pages in our official journal enabled us to 
stay in the black despite inflation and ever increasing costs. The growing popularity of the 
summer seminar has brought a wealth of numismatic knowledge and an increasing 
awareness of the dangers of counterfeit and altered coins to hundreds. The Fiftieth 
Anniversary of NCW brought recognition of the benefits of the hobby for the first time 
with the issuance of a Presidential Proclamation. And the publicity and impetus built up 
during the National Coin Week membership drive has not diminished and membership has 
climbed for the first time over the 30,000 mark. 

Unfortunately, the true membership figure of today is not reflected in the reports, for most 
of those signed up during National Coin Week did not officially become members until June 1. 
1974, the day after the books closed for fiscal 1973-74. 

Our fine wine of the past year has seen a few sour grapes, however. Inflation and a paper 
shortage has seen an ever increasing cost of producing the official magazine. A steady 
deterioration of mail delivery has prompted many complaints from members, but every 
effort is being expended to improve delivery and meet increasing costs. Dedicated staff help, 
often working evenings and most weekends without additional monetary considerations! 
has helped keep expenses somewhat in line — at least they have not grown proportionately 
wfth the rate of inflation. 

Here a special word of thanks is long overdue, especially to Governor Glenn B. Smedley 
and Treasurer William C. Henderson, both of whom help the headquarters’ staff by 
undertaking countless projects at their own expense. And to Arthur M. Fitts III, N. Neil 
Harris, Geneva Karlson, John Watson, Ruthann Brettell, Pat Suthers, Mary Thompson, 
Mona Ketchersid, Mary Ann Ridings, Pat Friesen, Pam Eastridge, George Peterson, and 
Janet Brown — their special efforts in doubling on work loads and assignments have kept 
expenses and overhead down, and making it possible for me to report to the 
membership-at-large, “It has been a good year!”

2. The net gain is the difference between the first and second columns. 

3. “New members admitted” is from the monthly reports published in The Numismatist, 
with date of admittance as published therein. 

4. The gross loss is the difference between the third and fourth columns (col. 4 minus col. 3J. 
Because of the difference in times of obtaining information and in considering effective 
dates of memberships, the data above for any particular year may not be in agreement 
with other statistics. However, the differences are negligible and “wash out” over a period 
of years.

Report of the Assistant to the Director 

It is a pleasure to make this, the first annual report of an assistant to the director of the 
American Numismatic Association. There has been a growing need for a position such as this 
at your Headquarters, and I am proud to have been selected as the first to fill this important 
role. With the rapid growth which our Association has experienced in recent years, there is 
far more day to day business than one man alone should be asked to handle. There is also an 
increasing number of visits made to Headquarters by members: a healthy situation, to be 
sure, but demanding of time, in that we believe each of you is important. 

Fundamental to the efficient operation of any organization is a competent staff. In the past 
several months, some adjustments have been made in your Headquarters personnel with the 
elimination of two part-time positions and the hiring of a new full-time secretary. Further, 
there has been some reassignment of duties with an eye toward making maximim use of the 
interests and talents of our staff. While further changes are likely, it is believed that the 
efficiency of the staff has been improved. The current complement of fourteen full-time 
employees is highly compatible, with the added quality of flexibility. Seldom given the 
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praise they warrant, these happy, dedicated men and women strive to give you the individual 
and personal attention you seek and expect. 

While they are held but annually, conventions are very much a part of the duties of this 
office. They are now big business: like it or not, Headquarters must assume an increasing 
role in their planning, preparation and operation. Ten to fifteen thousand registrants are now 
assured; budgets in excess of $100,000 are normal; the value of bourse and exhibit material 
present amounts to tens of millions of dollars. The reputation, perhaps even the existence of 
the ANA, could be at stake should a seemingly simply decision be made incorrectly at the 
wrong time. 

The growth of interest in conventions also has reduced the number of facilities and 
properties around the country which can competently cope with our demands, many of 
which are unique to us. Great care must be exercised in the selection of future convention 
sites and in the negotiation of all contracts to which the ANA must enter. Verbal 
commitments are insufficient, for great care must be taken to protect your Association’s 
resources while trying to keep the costs which must be borne by those attending a convention 
to a tolerable limit. There is a growing trend toward convention costs which may make it 
financially impossible for the average collector to participate. These are but a few of the 
factors and responsibilities with which the assistant director must deal in his role as 
convention coordinator;only at Headquarters can decisions be made which are compatible 
with the totality of the Association. 

Complaints are, unfortunately, a never-ending problem. Sometimes simple, often complex, 
too often frivolous, they come to us for action daily. Some are insoluble, but they all take time, 
careful thought, require diplomacy, and cost money. The growing strength and success of 
ANACS has greatly reduced the problem of counterfeit coins; the prospect of an ANA 
sponsored "grading board" will also go far toward reducing the greatest single source of 
complaints. Due to the fact that a portion of the complaints presented involve non-ANA 
individuals or dealers — over whom we have no real leverage — every member of the 
Association can help reduce the problem: deal with member-dealers, most of whom 
incorporate the ANA logo in their advertising. In so doing, both parties will have the "weight 
of the institution” with them and more will be persuaded to join, thus proving the validity of 
the old adage, there is strength in numbers. 

With but five months of development, it is difficult to assess what has been accomplished, 
or what the job will ultimately encompass. One would be remiss, however, if proper thanks 
were not given to: your board of governors for their confidence in my abilities; Ed Rochette, 
for his counsel and responsiveness; to Pat Suthers, who keeps us on schedule and the 
mountains of correspondence on our desks at conquerable altitudes; the entire office staff 
whose warmth and understanding made the transition more enjoyable; and Glenn Smedley, 
the office ombudsman; and the continuing support of the New England collecting fraternity. 
Without the encouragement of them all, the challenges of the new environment and new job 
would not have produced the rewards which my family and I now enjoy.

Report of the Editor 

During the past fiscal year we have had three editors of our official journal. The 
Numismatist: Thomas A. Marshall resigned with the October, 1973 issue and Edward C. 
Rochette, executive director, was acting editor from November. 1973 through the February, 
1974 issue. I have been editor since March, 1974. 

As you will read in the treasurer’s report. The Numismatist costs are up for the fiscal year 
1973-74 to $154,913.00, an increase over the previous fiscal year of $29,493.00. A portion of 
this increase is related to the cost of paper and other price increases. The major portion is 
directly related to the increased number of pages per issue and the total number of pages 
printed for those issues published in the fiscal year just ended over the previous like period 
(eleven months). The page increase for this period is just over 16%. In addition, the number of 
copies printed per month has increased markedly, an increase of over 2,000 copies per month 
has been realized since January, 1974. 
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What does it look like for the future . . . even more pages per month. At this printing, the 
three months of May, June and July were a constant 224 pages while this August the issue 
contains 240 (the second time in history — the first time since November, 1973) and an 
even larger issue is possible for the convention report issue, October, 1974. 

Format changes thus far instituted speak for themselves; many more are planned for the 
future — most to begin with the next volume in January, 1975. The opinions of the members 
are solicited here. 

In the May, 1974, issue a new and important feature was initiated, “Information for 
Authors.” These guidelines are offered in the spirit of assisting all present and prospective 
authors in preparing more professional manuscripts. These editorial standards are 
necessary due to the increasing number of pages in the journal and the editorial task of 
preparing each issue. The guidelines, when followed, should allow a quicker review of 
manuscripts submitted for publication with the result being more expedient replies to 
anxious authors. Following further consideration the future will see a staff of experts in 
various numismatic fields aiding the editor in reviewing submitted manuscripts for 
publication in The Numismatist. 

Presently, attention will be given to the problem of late mailings of The Numismatist. 
Although the problem originates with the printer, Cuneo Press, Inc., Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
and not with our editorial staff, we are still very interested in taking all necessary steps to 
alleviate the problem. 

A personal thank you is extended to our regular contributors — Arthur M. Fitts III, Melvin 
and George J. Fuld, Virgil Hancock, Geneva Karlson, Ernst Kraus and Glenn Smedley. 

A special vote of gratitude is given to my editorial assistant, Ms. Pat Friesen, who in my 
opinion has been invaluable to almost every aspect of preparing the editorial section, and to 
John Watson, advertising manager, who creates much of the graphics and illustrated material 
that give each issue its pleasing aesthetic appearance. 

The staffs of Coin World and Krause Publications are also commended for their assistance 
on numerous occasions, many times at a moment’s notice. 

Edward C. Rochette and Glenn Smedley served as advisors of special merit in aiding and 
training me in a very short time during those first days of editorship. To them I am deeply 
indebted. 

There is a great need for the submission of articles on US coins, currency and other related 
numismatic subjects to balance the approximate three year inventory of articles awaiting 
publication, most of them relating to foreign numismatic material. 

After five short months it has been, indeed, a rewarding experience as the thirteenth editor 
of The Numismatist ... it has not been without mistakes and disappointments; however, it is 
my wish to grow in this relationship . . . and I will need all your help.

Report of the Advertising Manager 

During the fiscal year 1972-1973, advertising in The Numismatist recorded a revenue of 
$116,057. A substantial increase in advertising income was experienced in the 1973-1974 
fiscal year — $42,869 making a total of $158,926. This has pushed us over our budgeted 
income by $11,000. 

This increase of revenue also is reflected in the number of pages in the advertising section 
of The Numismatist. A year ago the average was 125 pages per month. The current average 
consistently approaches 145 per month. Due to the increase in paper, mailing, typesetting 
and printing, the rates for advertising in The Numismatist had to be increased by 20%, which 
became effective May 1, 1974, a necessary move in order to keep up with inflationary costs. 

I wish to thank all of our advertisers who have contributed to the success of The 
bJumismatist this year. Without you, we would not have had a successful year.

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Report of the Librarian 

Book circulation for the year 1973-1974 has again shown a sizable increase over the 
previous year, as many more members are taking advantage of our borrow by mail service. A 
total of 1175 users have requested 3515 books for research purposes, over 700 more than 
recorded last year. 

New members especially are showing a great interest in the study of numismatics as 
demonstrated by the increasing number of our newcomers that are requesting copies of the 
library catalog. 

Reprint sale statistics also reveal a decided rise over last year. Our income in this area was 
as follows: 

Reprint sales $4,263.19 

Single copies 754.67 

Total $5,017.86 

This represents an increase of $1,650.21. 

We are most grateful to all of our "friends of the library" who have donated either cash or 
numismatic literature to us, making it possible to expand our research sources each year. 
Excess copies of numismatic literature represent a welcome income through resale. In 
addition to the many books received as gifts, the Bass Fund and the Library Acquisitions 
Fund have enabled us to purchase books in the amount of $1,233.87.

Report of the Acting Museum Curator 

It is a pleasure to report that the generosity of ANA members, as manifested by the healthy 
growth of your museum, continued essentially unabated in fiscal 1974. Comparative figures 
for previous years are not available, but for the statistically minded, be it known that over 
200 contributors gave $32,000 in cash and $236,000 in material to your museum. While many 
donors continue to give generously as they have in the past, it is significant that many new 
donors demonstrated their faith in the Association this year. Not all donations were large or 
given wide publicity, but a broad and varied base of giving support is the foundation of your 
museum’s future growth. 

Donations of paper money headed the long list of material accessions this year. Among 
these gifts were U.S. notes bearing the portrait of Abraham Lincoln donated by Norman H. 
Liebman: two pattern notes, a gift of William Anton; U.S. currency from Vernon Oswald and 
S. S. Forrest. Foreign paper, too, was well represented by the gifts of H. L. Herbert with 
special emphasis on Mexican currency as evidenced by the gifts of Dr. Sol Alexander, Dr. 
Julian Backus, and John MacGuire. Donations of gold coins include two choice foreign pieces 
from Mrs. Irene Pickard, and two anonymous donations to our growing United States type 
set, among them a $50.00 slug. U.S. type coins were donated by the Stack family, Harry 
Prock, Douglas Weaver, and Franklin A. McWilliam in whose gifts were two pattern trade 
dollars. Chief among gifts of foregin coins were Richard S. Yeoman’s 1400 piece reference 
collection, Israel coins from J. J. VanGroverand ancient coins from Lou Werner. Outstanding 
amongtoken andmedal accessions was theSuperior StampandCoinCo.gift of the Ostheimer 
collection of Bryan material. Important additions to our archives were made by L. S. Werner 
and J. Hewitt Judd; nor should we overlook the donations of Ronald J. Benice and Mr. & Mrs. 
Russell Rulau. 

Recognition is also given to Hutt Commemoratives, the Franklin Mint, Presidential Art 
Medals and the 99 Company for further additions to the several series which they produce. 

The imminent construction of a 2500 square foot expansion of your museum is, naturally, a 
most significant event in the growth of your Association. Several permanent galleries into 
which opportunity for growth has been planned — and a small theater will be built into the 
lower level of Headquarters in Colorado Springs. Much of the planning and funding have 
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been provided generously by the Franklin Mint; significant gifts of cash from Miss Eva 
Adams, the Sidney Printing & Publishing Company and F. X. Calico plus the exemplary gift 
of $20,000 by Paramount International Coin Corporation, have also been allocated to this 
program. Support such as this gives us confidence to proceed with this vital project, 
convince not only of its necessity but also that the remaining funds necessary for its 
completion — currently estimated at a total cost of $125,000 — will be forthcoming from you, 
our members. 

Now valued in excess of $1,000,000, your museum holdings have long since exceeded the 
present facilities’ ability to properly house or display them. Further, the backlog of 
accessioning, cataloging and inventorying gifts of material is little short of monumental. 
Further contributions of cash are needed, of course, and the wishes of donors will be 
respected. Prospective donors of material which may be needed to complement the new 
galleries, will be accommodated to the best of the museum staff’s ability. 

The museum is yours; See it, enjoy it — support it.

Report of the Treasurer 

I wish to avoid being repetitious by referring you to the auditor’s report for a detailed 
analysis and summation of the fiscal operations of your Association during the past year. 
You may readily see from our operating statements that your Headquarters has had a busy 
year — this is a healthy condition. We ended our year’s operations “in the black’’ — total 
revenues were $443,950.00, expenses totaled $426,452.00, reflecting a surplus of $17,498.00. 

During the year 1973-74, there was an increase of $109,748.00 in revenues over the 
preceding year. The major part of this increase occurred in two specific areas: (1) income 
from dues this past year was $230,355.00, representing an increase of $55,107.00; (2) 
income from advertising in The Numismatist was $158,926.00. an increase of $42,868.00 
over the previous year. Our interest income shows an increase due to the higher yield rates on 
our invested funds. 

Our expenses during the past year totaled $426,452.00 versus $345,271.00 the previous 
year, reflecting an increase of $81,181.00. Due to the influence of inflation there were 
increases in almost everything, however, the major part of the expense increase is in two 
main areas: (1) printing costs for The Numismatist were $154,913.00, which is an increase of 
$29,493.00. This is expected since there has been an increase in memberships, necessitating 
larger printings of each issue; and secondly, the number of pages in The Numismatist has 
been increased. (2) Building additions show an expenditure of $15,277.00 versus none for the 
previous year. This represents necessary work done on the roof of our Headquarters 
building, and the new air conditioning equipment which had to be installed. The new air 
conditioning and heating system has resulted in substantially lower utility bills, although 
there have been several rate increases in our utility services. 

1 wish to deviate from the normal procedure by submitting to the board and membership a 
recommendation which I feel merits serious consideration. Our Association should have an 
endowment fund drive for at least 1 1/2 million dollars. We cannot depend upon increased 
membership each year, nor can we keep increasing membership dues almost on an annual 
basis. This is a growing organization which the majority of us feel will continue to grow — in 
direct ratio with this growth is an increasing need for additional funds. Salaries will of 
necessity have to be increased, and in time, additional personnel will be required. In the not 
too distant future there will be a need to increase the size of our Headquarters building. 

During the past year 881 checks were issued on the general fund checking account; 209 on 
the convention fund checking account and 176 on the ANACS account.

- Statement of Significant Accounting Policies 

The financial statements of the American Numismatic Association have been 
prepared on the accrual basis. The Association, however, being a tax 
exempt organization, has not computed depreciation expense, nor has it 
reduced the value of the property assets on the balance sheet by such 
accumulated depreciation. Inventory is valued at lower of cost or market. 
Cost of goods sold is determined using the first-in, first-out method of 
valuation. 

Non-cash donations are recorded at fair market value at the date of gift, 
as established by the donor, subject to Association approval. 

In order to ensure observance of limitations and restrictions placed on 
the use of the resources available to the Association, the accounts of the 
Association are maintained in accordance with the principles of "fund 
accounting". This is the procedure by which resources for various purposes 
are classified for accounting and reporting purposes into funds that are 
in accordance with activities or objectives specified. Separate accounts 
are maintained for each fund. Accordingly, all financial transactions have 
been recorded and reported by such funds. 

- Library Assets, Home and Headquarters Fund 


The Statement of Income does not include non-cash donations in the form of 
books to the Library . The Balance Sheet does not include the value of the 
accumulation of such assets, or of other library assets other than office 
equipment purchased by the Association. The value of these assets is not 
material to the statements as a whole. 

- Non-cash Donations, Museum Fund 


During the eleven months ended May 31, 1973, the Association adopted a 
change in accounting principle and recorded non-cash donations to the 
Museum at their fair market value at the time of donation, as established 
by the donor subject to Association approval. In some cases no value was 
assigned at the time of donation and in those cases a value is not recorded 
on the financial records of the Association. 

As a result of this change, donations of numismatic collections have been 
recorded as follows:

- Home and Headquarters Fund 


The land on which the home and headquarters building is located is leased 
from the Colorado College for a rental of $1 per year for 99 years, with 
an option to renew for an additional 99 years.

Note 5 - Life Membership Fees 


During prior years the American Numismatic Association instituted an 
installment plan method of paying for life memberships. At the same time, 
the Life Membership Trust Fund was created to receive these payments and 
all future life membership fees. Previously all life membership fees had 
been recorded as income by the Operating Fund when received; however, in 
prior years life membership income was minimal. Interest from the invest- 
ments of the Life Membership Trust Fund is to be transferred to the Oper- 
ating Fund in lieu of annual dues. 

Note 6 - Pending Litigation 


The Association is the defendant in a lawsuit by a bourse dealer 
at the Washington, D.C. 1971 convention. Plaintiff claims the sum of 
approximately $115,000 as the value of numismatic material checked by 
him in the security room at the convention and not returned. Searcher's 
Detective Agency was in charge of security and was also sued. 

The action was concluded at trial level during the year, at which time the 
ruling was in favor of the Association. The plaintiff has filed an appeal. 
In the opinion of legal counsel the prospects appear excellent for sustain- 
ing the ruling achieved at trial level. 

Legal fees and costs on appeal will be approximately $8,000, of which 
$2,500 has been paid and is presented as prepaid legal expenses in the 
Convention Fund. 

The Association is a co-defendent in a lawsuit for alleged wrongful 
arrest arising from an incident at the Boston, 1973 convention. The 
case is being handled by insurance company attorneys. 


Note 7 - Change of Fiscal Period 


During the eleven months ended May 31, 1973, the Association changed its 
fiscal period from a fiscal year ending June 30, to a fiscal year ending 
May 31. 

Note 8 - C onvention Revenues and Expenditures, Convention Fund 

A financial report has been received at headquarters for the 1972 conven- 
tion; however, supporting records have not been forwarded to headquarters. 
The records of the Association for fiscal year ended May 31, 1973, will 
not be complete until all such records have been sent to headquarters. 

Note 9 - Subsequent Event 

The Association has begun constructing the addition of Museum Galleries 
in the lower level of the headquarters building. The anticipated cost 
is estimated to be $89,000 plus an 8% architect fee. 
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American Numismatic Association 
Certification Service 
(ANACS) 

On June 15, 1974, the American Numismatic Association Certification Service (ANACS) 
commenced its third year of authenticating coins for ANA members, for the American 
public, and for many numismatists in other nations of the free world. ANACS’s first two 
years, now tucked into recent history, are a prologue for developments to follow. 

The early months of ANACS’s operation were extremely challenging, and its small staff 
(the director and Eve Littman, who had just retired from the Bureau of Engraving and 
l^rinting) was unable to authenticate and return coins as quickly as early ANACS publicity 
had suggested would be possible. Collectors who had anticipated the return of their coins 
within the week found that at least two weeks were required in most cases, and some had to 
wait for several months. 

Despite the lengthy authentication period many collectors had to tolerate, the demand for 
the service continued to grow. The 1000th coin was received in the first weekof November, 
1972, and in March, 1973 the 2000th arrived. 

On November 13, 1973, the ANACS staff was doubled with the addition of Irene 
Yuhaniak, clerk-typist, who processes incoming and outgoing mail, and Francis "Skip” 
Fazzari, who is ANACS’s authenticator, working under the supervision of the director. Eve 
Littman, who was technical assistant until the staff was enlarged, was made office manager. 

The staff enlargement and reorganization resulted in a near-doubling of the capabilities of 
ANACS within a few weeks. Whereas 619 coins awaited authentication on October 1, 1973, 
the inventory was little more than 300 pieces by the end of the year. 

Reduced inventory at ANACS reflects more prompt service. Many more collectors were 
surprised to find that their coins were returned promptly in the closing weeks of 1973, and 
they hastened to submit more times for authentication. Usually the service was equally 
prompt in 1974: most coins were mailed back to the owners one, two or three days after 
submission. Occasionally, of course, more time was needed to resolve exceptionally difficult 
cases. 

From the beginning ANACS knew that its small staff was inadequate to authenticate 
every coin received. The staff was best qualified to examine United States coins; but ancient 
coins and those produced more recently by other nations could best be authenticated by 
others who had spent decades authenticating coins in specialized numismatic areas. In 
August 1972, the first specialized consultant joined the ANACS team, and today more than 
two dozen of the nation’s most scholarly numismatists serve ANACS by receiving, 
examining and authenticating coins of the world. 

1 he development of the consultant structure has protected collectors from most of the 
pitfalls of an authentication service, but not from all. ANACS has made its mistakes in 
authentication on many occasions, and sometimes its consultants differ as to the 
authenticity of a coin. Several of ANACS’s authentication errors have been reported in the 
numismatic press, and many more have not received such public attention. ANACS made no 
claim to percentage of accuracy until, in the winter of 1973, we decided that our records were 
sufficiently complete to reach a reasonable estimate of our accuracy. In the March issue of 
Tha Numismatist it was stated that we were maintaining a 98.5% accuracy record. 

Many collectors would expect, and all collectors would like a record of 100% accuracy in 
numismatic authentication. But as in any scientific endeavor, a perfect accuracy record is not 
possible. The head of a pathological laboratory (who is also a numismatist) recently told the 
ANACS director that in pathology, 99% accuracy was the best that could be achieved. 
ANACS hopes to at least equal that mark. 

ANACS has both its strong and weak areas of authentication. In 1972, as the program was 
started, the director anticipated that United States coin authentication would be the most 
accurate, but he feared that the weakest area would be Greek and Roman coins. But then a 
scholar in ancient numismatics offered his talents to the certification service in September, 
1972, and within a few months two more ancient coin specialists were accepted as 
consultants (none receive compensation for their services, but all are willing!). Quickly 
ANACS’s authentications of ancient coins exceeded 95% accuracy, and more recently the 
addition of other ancient coin specialists to the consultant staff has strengthened its 
expertise even more. 
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The director believed that modern world coins would be relatively easy to authenticate, 
but many such coins have proven to be the most difficult for the ANACS staff and its 
consultants. Superb copies of many modern foreign coins have been made in recent years, 
and efforts continue to strengthen the consultant staff in this area of authentication. 

Spanish-American, Japanese, Chinese and Southeast Asian coins have received particular 
attention at ANACS and among its consultants, because the Service has received serious and 
well-studied challenges to its expertise in authenticating such material. One consultant told 
the ANACS director that “the finest counterfeits in the world are now being produced by a 
few Japanese artisans.” The problems in these areas have not yet been fully resolved, and, 
consequently, many submitters of Spanish-American and Oriental coins are finding that 
their coins are returned with no decision, and with a refund check enclosed. 

Financially, ANACS continues to operate at a slight loss as it has since it was created in 
1972. The initial balance in the trust fund was slightly more than $62,000. On May 31, 1973 
assets totalled $54,214, and, while computations are not yet complete, it is expected that May 
31, 1974 assets will be in the neighborhood of $50,000. 

Our ability to come so close to breaking even is due in part to the hundreds of ANA 
members and others who make donations to the Service each year. We wish to express our 
appreciation to these generous supporters of our program. 

To close the small gap between income and operating costs, it may be necessary to make a 
minor adjustment in the ANACS fee schedule which would affect only some of the coins 
submitted with a valuation of between $125 and $500, and in no case would the proposed 
increase add more than $3 to the cost of having a coin authenticated. 

ANACS expects to be able to serve its customers with as much speed and even more 
accuracy in the next year. Owners of forgeries and altered coins are invited to donate them to 
the ANACS reference collection.

Certification Service Committee 

This year has been one of expansion and growth ~ first with expansion. For one and 
one-half years the number of persons on the staff of ANACS was two. With the continued 
increase of numismatic items being requestedforcertification,there were not enough hours in 
the working day to accomplish the tasks. Therefore, in November, 1973, the board wisely 
allowed an assistant authenticator and one additional clerical employee. Now collectors are 
finding that their requests for service means just that — they are receiving service rapidly. 

Twice this year your chairman visited Director Hoskins in his Washington office, before 
and after the increase in staff. While the Director and your chariman spent three hours 
discussing various parts of the authentication service, the assistant authenticatorprocessed 
the day’s mail. In this three hour time, 90 percent of those items received that day had been 
completely serviced and would be in the mail to the collector the following day. This again is 

service. . 

Next was growth. At the start of this year, 2500 numismatic items had been received — 
that was the end of the first year of the ANACS operation. At the end of April, 1974, 4732 
items were received in the first ten months of this year. This is growth. 

An early decision of your chairman stopped the previously required weekly reports by the 
director of ANACS and required instead monthly reports. The board receives similar 
monthly reports from the executive director, ANA Headquarters. The monthly reports are 
adequate for control purposes, and with this reduction the director of ANACS was able to 
spend his time on service to members. 

There are areas of numismatics in which authentication is difficult, even difficult for the 
ANACS staff. It would be easy to make a guess on authentication, but the staff wants to be 
sure. When not sure, there will be no guesses. 

The silent staff of ANACS deserves thanks from all. These are the many true 
numismatists, located all over the country, who give their time and expertise, without 
remuneration, to assist in authentication. Without their help the difficult authentications 
would be impossible.

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Report of the Historian 

With the opportunity for me to become editor of The Numismatist in January, 1974, a very 
significant event has resulted . . . the historian is also in Colorado Springs at ANA 
Headquarters where the historian belongs. Since being appointed assistant historian in 1969 
and historian a year later, it has been my conviction that the tasks performed by the historian 
would be realized more efficiently and completely if he were at ANA Headquarters where the 
largest percentage of memorabilia and other historical materials are housed. 

Since my arrival in January, many, many items have come to light that had not been 
previously known to exist, as well as records containing facts and figures. Almost instantly 
mental plans began forming for the practical use and display of the abundance of 
memorabilia once the new museum is completed in the lower level at ANA Headquarters. 
When completed, the present museum area on the main floor will provide space for spot 
exhibits of ANA historical and nostalgic themes. 

With the issuance of the December, 1973, The Numismatist, the series of articles 
describing convention badges and medals of the ANA, 1908-1969, which began in January, 
1970, was completed. In the future it is planned to catch up on the series from the year 1970 
and also present the many other medallic and related pieces, both official and unofficial 
pertaining to the ANA, its past and its members. 

The historian served on the Medals and Numismatic Hall of Fame Committees, although 
little assistance was provided or requested. 

I he ANA has lost through death several of its dearest friends and distinguished members 
whose accomplishments in numismatics have enriched all of us as well as the ANA. Among 
those remembered are: Dr. F. Steven Epps, ANA National Coin Week chairman in 1952; Sol 
Kaplan, legendary professional numismatist who aided in founding the Professional 
Numismatists Guild, Inc. (PNG) and founder-director of the Lewis M. Reagan Foundations, 
Inc.; Charles F. Leich. member of a number of ANA Heath Literary Award committees and a 
participant of the 1963 Denver ANA convention educational forum; Felix Schlag, noted 
sculptor and designer of the Jefferson nickel; C. C. “Tim" Shroyer, LM 211, ANA governor 
1951-59, vice president 1959-61, and president 1961-63; Joseph B. Stack, senior partner of 
Stack’s in New York City and first dealer to conduct an auction at an ANA convention and 
more recently a benefactor of the Association; and Corrine P. (Mrs. Nelson) Thorson, widow 
of Past President Nelson T. Thorson. 

The historian continually welcomes ANA memorabilia, large and small, for the archives 
and urges any and all correspondence regarding donations of seemingly insignificant items.

Museum Committee Report 

The year 1973-74 will long be remembered as one of the most significant in the 
development of your Headquarters’ museum. Yes, there have been many outstanding 
contributions of substantial size during the past year — all previously reported in The 
Numismatist and the numismatic press — large donations from Renato Ruiz, Kenneth Keith. 
Stack’s of New York, R. S. Yeoman, Max Humbert and Goldberg’s Superior Galleries. Also of 
equal importance have been the many, many small donations from the interested and 
dedicated individual collectors. It is impossible to single out all the individual contributors 
to the museum — too, in some cases the donors have requested anonymity. All the many 
small contributions are equally appreciated. 

The major turning point in the development of the museum occurred at 4:00 p.m. on 
Wednesday, May 29th, at which time the bids were received and opened for the construction 
work on our lower level museum consisting of three galleries, one of which will be the 
museumof Modern Medallic Art. The low bid was $89,000 from one of the city’s most 
responsible contractors, Bruce Hughes, Inc. As of the date of this report, the contractor is on 
the site, and work is in progress. The above bid for construction work does not cover the cost 
of the display cabinets which are being fabricated by our good friends atTheFranklinMint. 
This will entail an additional cost for which your Museum Committee wishes to solicit 
additional cash contributions. We do not have adequate money in the museum fund to cover 
the cost of this entire project. 

The Museum Committee and membership will forever be grateful to Bill Krieg, Tim Carter 
and Ted Locke of the Franklin Mint for the many hours they have devoted to our Modern 
Medallic Art Project. This significant development becoming a reality is a direct tribute to 
their dedicated interest, cooperation and perseverance. It is anticipated that the entire 
project can, and will be completed before the 1st of November this year. 

Upon completion of our Modern Medallic Art Museum, we shall still have three 
substantial needs: (1) as mentioned above, we need cash contributions to replace money 
taken from the general fund to pay for the capital improvements of the museum, (2) we need 
additional coins in our Colonial collection — this being our weakest area, and (3) our last 
need, but an important one, is a curator for the museum. Arthur Fitts III has served as acting 
museum curator along with all his other many duties, and under difficult conditions, has 
done a fine job.

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Bylaws Committee 

Members of this committee, in addition to the chairman, are Glenn B. Smedley and our 
counsel, Ellis Edlow. They have been most cooperative, as always. 

Major changes in the ANA bylaws have been made by the Election Ethics and Procedures 
Committee, under the able chairmanship of Vice-President George Hatie. Provisions of the 
new Article V and Article VII will be reported by him, with the approval of your Bylaws 
Committee. 

Other changes, as reported following the meetings of the ANA Board of Governors, have 
been as follows: in connection with ANA elections, the bylaws have been amended to 
require all club nominations to be signed by at least two officers of that club, with 
accompanying addresses; that the bylaws be amended to eliminate the provisions wherever 
they may occur, for annual appointment of officers; and, that the salaried personnel named in 
Article IV, Section 4 (g) of the bylaws, unless specifically directed by the board, be 
employed for a term of two years and thereafter, until terminated by a sixty days’ notice. 
Legal counsel is to prepare a type of employment contract that may be used in these cases. 
This includes the ANACS director. 

Suggestions from ANA members as to desirable changes in the bylaws would be 
welcomed by your Bylaws Committee.

Board Ethics and Procedures Committee 

A member of the ANA Board of Governors must necessarily surrender certain rights that 
are enjoyed by the membership at large. The awarding of an ANA bourse table to a board 
member would create the impression of favoritism inasmuch as the number of applications 
always exceeds the number of available tables. The same impression would be created if a 
board member should receive a competitive ANA award. It is also obvious that one should 
not vote as a board member on any ANA matter in which he has a personal conflicting 
interest. 

For the average dealer, an ANA bourse table provides more income in a limited period of 
time than any other source. In becoming a board member, a dealer may consider it unjust to 
be deprived of an ANA bourse table and be placed at a disadvantage in competing with other 
dealers. Obviously, each candidate for ANA office should be informed in advance as to all 
restrictions imposed upon him. It was for this purpose that President Culver appointed our 
committee to prepare new rules and clarify existing ones regarding ANA board ethics and 
procedures and consolidate all rules into one document. In addition to the chairman, the 
committee consists of Eva Adams and Kenneth L. Hallenbeck, }r. 

The following rules were proposed by the committee and adopted by the board, both 
actions being unanimous: 

1. No board member will be eligible for a bourse table at an ANA convention. 

2. A board member will not be eligible to receive during his term of office a 
competitive exhibit award, the Farran Zerbe Award, the Medal of Merit, a Heath 
Literary Award, or any other award given by ANA; provided, however, that he may 
accept the twenty-five year and fifty year membership medals and non-competitive 
exhibit awards during such term. 

3. A board member may file a written complaint against another ANA member, 
but may not orally argue in support of his complaint at any board meeting, in the 
absence of the party against whom the complaint is filed. He may supplement such 
written complaint by written statements and other evidential matters provided that 
copies thereof are furnished to the other party prior to taking any disciplinary 
action. A board member may orally answer questions of other board members 
regarding such complaint. A board member may not vote at a meeting of the 
Complaints Committee or at a meeting of the board with respect to any complaint 
made by him or against him. 

4. A board member may not vote at a board meeting on any matter in which he 
has a financial interest or which involves any company or firm with which he is 
associated as an owner, director, employee or otherwise. The ownership of less than 
one half of one percent (1/2%) of the corporate stock of any company listed on a 
national securities exchange shall not be deemed to be an ownership or financial 
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interest sufficient to disqualify him from voting upon a matter in which such 
company is involved. 

The above rules have been included in the bylaws and are thereby brought to the attention 
of all candidates for ANA office. 

ANA members are welcome to submit objections, amendments and additions to the rules. 
One member has suggested the deletion of the portion of Rule 3 that permits a complaining 
board member to orally answer questions of other board members regarding his complaint. 
Another member is of the opinion that a board member who signs a complaint based upon the 
unethical or illegal action of an ANA member and who has no financial interest in the 
complaint should have a right to vote thereon. These recommendations will be brought to the 
board’s attention for consideration during the 1974 convention board meeting. 

Rule 3 is not designed to pamper those who are deserving of expulsion or other disciplinary 
action. The ANA board should at all time take forceful action against those guilty of 
counterfeiting, whizzing and other dishonest or unethical practices. On the other hand, every 
member of ANA must realize the unfairness and illegality of permitting the board member 
who makes the complaint to testify and argue in the absence of the accused and vote on the 
latter’s expulsion.

Election Ethics and Procedures Committee 

As a result of events occurring during the 1973 and prior ANA election campaigns, our 
committee was appointed to establish rules relating to ANA election ethics and procedures. 
In addition to the chairman, the members of the committee are Byron Johnson, Abe Kosoff 
and Arthur Sipe. 

At the recommendation of the committee, the ANA Board of Governors unanimously 
adopted the following rules relating primarily to ANA election ethics: 

1. No member shall cause to be published or distributed any ANA election campaign 
advertising material containing one or more names and/or pictures-of ANA members 
without their consent. 

2. No member may make or publish any false, misleading, libelous or slanderous 
statements. 

3. No member may cause to be published or distributed any advertisement relating to an 
ANA election which does not include the name and address of the sponsoring person 
or organization. If the sponsor is a committee or organization, the name and address 
of its chairman or other principal representative must be included in the advertise- 
ment. 

4. No advertisement relating to an ANA election (or any envelope or wrapper therefor) 
shall include any name, abbreviation, device or address which will in any manner 
indicate or imply ANA’s endorsement of or opposition to any candidate. 

5. Any member violating any of the preceding provisions shall be subject to expulsion, 
suspension or other disciplinary action therefor by the Board of Governors of ANA. 

Rule 1 was designed to (a) prevent a member from creating the false impression that 
another member is endorsing or opposing a particular candidacy or action without that other 
member’s consent and (b)prevent a member from publishing an endorsement of a candidate 
without that candidate’s consent. In the latter case, for example, a candidate for president 
could endorse seven board member nominees without their consent and create the false 
impression that all seven were supporting the endorser. In other words. Rule 1 was designed 
to prevent misrepresentation but not otherwise infringe upon the right of free speech of an 
ANA member. It appears to me that Rule 1 has the unfortunate and unintended effect of 
depriving a candidate of his right of free speech by prohibiting him from mentioning his 
opponent’s name. I intend to recommend the following amendment thereto to the ANABoard: 
provided, however, that a candidate or any of his supporters, in issuing such 
material in opposition to an opposing candidate, may include such opposing 
candidate’s name therein without such consent.” 

The members are invited to submit amendments, additions and objections to the rules. The 
views of the members are always welcome and are given due consideration.

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Dealer Relationship Committee 

The Dealer Relationship Committee is a new committee set up by President Virginia 
Culver this year. In addition to the obvious purpose of improving relationships between the 
dealers and other ANA activities, efforts have been directed toward establishing improved 
procedures for solving problems frequently arising from bourse situations. Evidence as to 
the success of this endeavor was eloquently presented at a convention in New York. All 
present were extremely pleased with the more careful handling of the problem, as well as the 
actual participation of ANA officials in working out proper solutions with minimum public 
accusations and arrests. 

Among all members of this committee, many discussions have been held as to the most 
constructive approach to establishing warm, close, and genuinely helpful relationships 
between dealers and the ANA. Dan Brown, Catherine Bullowa, Henry Christensen, and 
Charles Wolfe have contributed much toward effectuating a positive approach to erasing 
antagonisms which may have developed in past years. It is our earnest hope that dealers 
know that the ANA Board of Governors, and the Association as a whole, recognize the 
importance of this facet of the fine hobby to which we all give our loyalty and service. 

Additionally, your Dealer-Relationship Committee is not only aware of the constant 
security problems which arise, but has taken vigorous steps toward improving additional 
safeguards against thefts and robberies by strengthening the hands of law enforcement 
agencies in this continued piracy against those who own coins. No longer will a police officer 
find it impossible to trace coins found in the possession of persons often arrested on other 
charges, due to the crystalization of plans for a clearing house to be located at the ANA 
Headquarters. Through procedures worked out with the law enforcement agencies, a 
network of information regarding thefts will be improved, and identification of stolen coins 
should be immeasurably simplified. This will, however, require owners to have accurate and 
detailed inventories of their holdings, which will immediately be made available to ANA 
Headquarters through official police channels if any robbery should occur. It is the 
committee’s hope that members will promptly take advantage of this arrangement with the 
law enforcement agencies so as to terminate the activities of burglars, fences, and other 
illegal operators. 

The Dealer-Relationship Committee invites comments and suggestions. We hope to 
re-build the “family feeling of the ANA,” and make worthwhile contributions to the mutual 
problems of all numismatists.

District Representatives Committee 

The district representatives have been most active during the 1973-1974 term and have 
played a major part in carrying out the numerous activities of ANA. 

In order that the members, particularly those who have joined the Association during the 
past twelve months, may be informed as to the history and functions of the District 
Representatives Committee, it seems advisable to reiterate much of the information included 
in my prior reports. 

The District Representatives Committee had its inception towards the end of 1965 when 
then President Matt Rothert appointed eleven “district club representatives” in eleven 
districts, whose function was to induce ANA member clubs to appoint club representatives 
to aid member clubs in their districts with respect to club programs, to assist in the 
organization of new clubs, to obtain new club and individual memberships and to encourage 
existing clubs to promote the 1966 ANA membership drive. Past President Herbert M. 
Bergen, who then held the office of Second Vice-President, served as general chairman of this 
program. 

In January of 1967, President Rothert announced an increase in the number of districts to 
eighteen, with one representative for each. The duties of the district representatives were 
enlarged, being no longer primarily confined to rendering assistance to clubs and club 
representatives. 
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In February of 1968, President Arthur Sipe announced the names of four additional district 
representatives providing a total of twenty-two for the eighteen districts. During the 
following August, at the San Diego Convention, the ANA Board of Governors adopted a 
resolution for the establishment of thirty-two districts with the chairman of the committee 
authorized to increase the districts to fifty-five at his discretion. A 33rd district was created 
for representatives at large. 

In the January, 1970, issue of the Club Bulletin, Glenn B. Smedley, then chairman of the 
District Representative Committee, announced an increased list of forty-six representatives 
serving thirty-three districts. In 1971, President John J. Pittman, realizing that thirty-three 
districts were no longer adequate for the enlarged ANA membership in all localities, 
increased the number of districts to fifty-five and appointed one or more district 
representatives (depending on the size of the area involvedj for each of the fifty states, 
Canada, Mexico and certain foreign countries. There are now ninety-three District 
Representatives serving all areas, including seven husband and wife teams. 

The functions of a district representative include the following: 

1. To promote good will for ANA. 

2. To act as a liaison between the ANA Board and the individual and club members. 

3. To make known to the general chairman of the district representative program, or to 
any other governor or officer, any recommendations for making ANA more 
responsive to the needs of its members, including any disagreement or misunderstan- 
ding with respect to the policies, attitudes and activities of ANA or its personnel. 

4. To acquaint club and individual members with the numerous services afforded by 
ANA. 

5. To promote all ANA programs. 

6. To assist member clubs in his district with respect to club programs and club 
problems. 

7. To promote the submission of articles and news items to be included in the Club 
Bulletin. 

8. To assist any group desirous of organizing a club and to acquaint the new 
organization with the advantages of ANA membership. 

9. To obtain new members, encourage membership renewals and resolve any 
misunderstandings that otherwise might result in a non-renewal of membership. 

10. To make himself available to discuss Association affairs with members and 
prospective members by attending meetings of coin clubs, by being present at local, 
state and regional conventions and by personal visits, correspondence and telephone 
calls. 

In order to enable the district representatives to be fully familiar with the numerous 
advantages of ANA membership, I have prepared for their use a summary of such 
advantages, including thirty-three separate benefits and programs. I have also prepared a 
list of items now contained in a District Representative kit which includes printed material 
relating to The Numismatist, library, re-prints. Club Bulletin, bylaws , club services, 
educational slides, ANACS, insurance and other ANA programs. I also regularly prepare 
and submit to the district representatives, a summary of the proceedings of all ANA Board 
meetings that take place during my tenure as chairman of the committee. With these tools, 
the representatives are better able to serve the members within their respective districts. 

A district representatives breakfast is held during each ANA Convention providing an 
opportunity for the representatives to discuss ANA related problems in their areas and to 
make suggestions for the benefit of the district representative program and the ANA in 
general.lt is my pleasure to act as moderator of this breakfast as well as the club 
representatives breakfast which serves substantially the same purposes on a more local 
level. 

The members including member clubs should know who their district representatives are 
within their respective areas and should seek their counsel with respect to Association 
matters. Although the officers and governors of ANA are always willing to communicate 
with members on any occasion, quite often this must be done by correspondence which is 
often more time consuming and less satisfactory than a personal discussion.

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Complaints Committee

bylaws of the Association. Your chairman would refer all who have a complaint to 
paragraph 3 (f). Article III of the ANA bylaws, and initiate your complaint with the 
executive director. Many complaints are resolved by the ANA office, and much credit is 
given to them in these efforts. 

Favorable actions were taken by the Complaints Committee and the board for members 
reinstated to full membership. There were, unfortunately, actions to censure, suspend 
and expell others. These reports were published in The Numismatist on page 2072, 
November 1973; page 274, February 1974; page 904, May 1974; and page 1141, June 1974. 

Again, communications between collectors and dealers are the best deterrent to 
complaints.

Education Committee 

This committee has supervision of the American Numismatic Association’s library, 
audio-visual program, reprints and the summer seminar. Its members, in addition to the 
chairman, are A1 Baber, El Cajon, Calif.; Louis Finch Booker III, New Brighton, Minn.; Eric P. 
Newman, St. Louis, Mo.; and William A. Pettit, Aurora, 111. Although not appointed to the 
committee, Edward C. Rochette’s name should be included because he handles the summer 
seminar so admirably that no supervision is necessary. 

Librarian Geneva (Genie) Karlson makes her own report of library activities so only 
minimal and general comments are included herein. The issuance of a new library catalog a 
little over a year ago made use of our library material easier for members and resulted in 
increased activity. Those who have not requested the loose-leaf catalog may still obtain a 
copy, but only by requesting and returning a card-form which is kept on permanent file by 
the librarian. 

One of our librarian’s special problems is coping with requests, often by non-members, for 
numismatic information which, frequently, would require more or less research. It should be 
obvious that our limited staff cannot undertake searching and research. Mrs. Karlson often 
goes"beyond the call of duty”but simply can’t spend excessive time in answering individual 
requests for numismatic information. 

While additions will be made to our library catalog from time to time, it is financially 
impractical to compile and supply them frequently. Members are asked to note new books 
and acquisitions in the monthly “Library News and Book Reviews’’ in The Numismatist. The 
committee, as well as Librarian Karlson and all other officers, sincerely appreciates the 
many donations of cash and material that members have made during the year. 

An up-to-date brochure of slides and film availabtfe to member clubs, issued early in 1974, 
stimulated the use of our visual education material. Several new sets were included in this 
listing (clubs may still obtain it) and others are being readied and publicized in The 
Numismatist and the Club Bulletin . Manpower is the limiting factor in adding to our slide 
library. 

The following tabulation shows the number of showings of each of the ten most popular 
sets, based on club requests. These ten account for half of the total number of showings by 
clubs. Total use of sets, including thirty-seven showings of the Money Minters film to 
visiting school groups at headquarters, was 794, a 10% increase over the previous year (that 
included only eleven months).

The Bureau of the Mint has 
plans to produce a similar but up-to-date film of its operations. 

The continued success of the visual education program is due in no small measure to the 
devotion of Mrs. Mary T.Thompson at Headquarters. She ‘‘goes the extra mile” to help clubs 
schedule showings and to see that sets are mailed out on time. We are sure that clubs 
appreciate the very careful and friendly attention that Mary gives to them. 

At this writing it is not possible to give much information on the 1974 summer seminar 
although it seems certain that participation will be up to the limit of housing facilities 
available to us at Colorado College. Last year about 125 attended this popular week of 
classroom sessions, field trips and good fellowship in and near our Colorado Springs 
Headquarters, at a cost of only $139.50. Quite a few members have returned to attend several 
of the past five annual seminars.

One formal meeting was held during the convened board meeting time for the purpose of 
preparing and presenting a balanced budget. Valuable assistance was rendered by Ruthann 
Brettell, our bookkeeper at Headquarters. Several personal conferences were held with 
individual committee members and past members including Jake B. Sureck and John Jay 
Pittman. 

The committee also reviewed the financial operation of ANACS including income, 
expense, insurance protection, cost of increasing the staff and new operating quarters. 

We continue to follow an ultra conservative policy of investment of all funds — no stock or 
corporate bonds — preferring certificates of deposits, savings accounts in insured banks, U. 
S. Government bonds and Treasury Bills for the maximum interest income. We realize there 
may be other types of higher yield “investments”; however, we deem it advisable to follow 
policies of our predecessors for the security of our funds. 

The committee wishes to compliment Mrs. Brettell and Treasurer Henderson for their 
efforts in maintaining our financial position and reports; and also Eva Littman for her efforts 
along the same line at ANACS in Washington.

Exhibits and Exhibit Awards Committee 

The board of governors did revise the rules for exhibiting numismatic material at the ANA 
convention. This information was reported to members on page 266, The Numismatist, 
February, 1974. 

The greatest change in the rules was in the maximum point system which would be given 
for exhibits. This new system was devised by the eminent numismatist, Richard S. Yeoman 
of Racine, Wisconsin. An example of the changes made is in creativity and originality. Under 
coins, tokens and paper money, the maximum points are 10 — while the maximum points 
under collectors’ art medals are 35 points. The total points under all classifications still add 
to 100, and competition between classifications for best in show is not affected. The board 
looks forward to the comments from the exhibitors. 

There will be more changes in years to come, and the chairman would like to publicly thank 
the members of the Exhibits Committee for their studied recommendations in these exhibit 
rules changes.

Security Committee 

The members of this committee are Bruce Donahue, Col. Robert Eddy, and Herbert Price. 
During the past year this committee has continued to cooperate with all law enforcement 
agencies, including the FBI and the Secret Service, in attempting to recover stolen 
numismatic items. It was recommended and the board of governors posted a $5000 reward 
for information which would lead to the apprehension and conviction of the person or 
persons responsible for the murder of ANA member Earle D. Sherwood, who was brutally 
murdered during a robbery involving his personal collection at his home in Florida. 

ANA members should notify ANA Headquarters if they experience a robbery or burglary 
of numismatic items. A confidential file of such stolen material is maintained. This has been 
the procedure for eight years, but it needs the cooperation of individual members. This file is, 
of course, available to law enforcement officers. 

Your committee has also been active in cooperating with the ANA 83rd Anniversary 
Convention Committee in Miami. Suggestions from ANA members on how to decrease the 
incidence of numismatic robberies, how to hasten the recovery of stolen numismatic items, 
and how to expedite the apprehension and conviction of numismatic thieves will be most 
welcome.

Arthur Fitts III, our 1973 general chairman, was unanimously voted to membership of the 
Goodfellows organization in good standing and entitled to all the rights and privileges 
thereto belonging. 

Herb Price, the 1971 general chairman in Washington, D. C., was elected secretary of our 
organization and Art Sipe, the 1957 chairman in Philadelphia, was elevated to the 
presidency; these officers serve for a period of two years. 

Herb Price suggested that a special bar be made which could be worn by the Goodfellows. 
Lou Werner talked about an honor medal which could be worn on a ribbon around the neck. 
Tom Werner appointed a committee consisting of Dan Brown, Lou Werner and Herb Price to 
investigate the feasibility of striking a medal after Dan Brown made some further 
observations.

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Insurance Committee 


A “money purchase” pension plan was approved in March for the employees of the ANA. It 
is based upon salary and length of employment. This enables the ANA to compete better in 
the labor market and attract and retain the most competent employees possible. This is 
particularly significant for the key jobs. We feel the pension plan is a very good one. 

Insurance was purchased for employees, officers, and board members for death or 
disability while traveling on ANA business. Its cost was very low. Should a fatality occur, 
50% of the policy is automatically payable to the ANA and 50% to the beneficiary designated 
by the decedent. This would compensate the ANA for the loss of services of a valuable 
associate and would compensate a designated beneficiary for his or her loss. In some cases 
the ANA is the 100% beneficiary. Let’s hope we never need to collect on this policy. 

The various life, health, and collector and dealer group insurance plans continue to be 
valuable benefits of membership in the ANA. Levels of participation are considered 
adequate at the present time. Good participation levels and claim experience have resulted in 
some liberalizations of existing plans. We hope this trend can continue. 

A new and innovative liability insurance plan for coin clubs was also approved by the 
ANA board. The rates are within reach of almost all clubs and will vary depending upon the 
amount of liability desired and the number of coin shows the club holds per year. Literature 
will be mailed out on this insurance in the near future, perhaps before this report is printed.

Gifts, Bequests, and Endowments Fund Committee 

Although it has been geographically impossible for this committee to meet in a group, 
plans are being made for a get-together at the ANA convention. Members of the committee 
are Mrs. Esther Coopersmith of Potomac, Md.; J. Douglas Ferguson of Quebec; John Jay 
Pittman of Rochester; and Edward Rochette of Colorado Springs, plus all of the members of 
the ANA Board of Governors. 

Continued efforts are being made to win approval for the ANA to receive a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Arts. As 1974, was a "lean” year, according to Nancy Hanks, 
chairman, available funds have long been exhausted. Hence the ANA application will now 
come under the program for fiscal 1975 (which starts July 1, 1974), which may give us 
priority for favorable consideration. It has been stressed, however, that “grants to 
organizations, with few exceptions, must be matched at least dollar for dollar,” to quote from 
the Bulletin of the National Endowment for the Arts. Assurance has been made that the ANA 
will be capable of matching whatever grant is made; your committee thus demonstrates its 
faith in the membership of ANA. 

Additionally, through the initiative of President Culver and Ed Rochette, a request is 
pending before the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission for a grant to permit the 
ANA to “prepare and display in its Museum, an Exhibit of Coins and Currency that best 
relate to the founding of our Nation.” Although the ARBC has been having troubles of its 
own, the request has not been turned down and your committee has been repeatedly urging 
its approval. 

ANA members and their many friends have been quietly cooperative “in the way that 
really counts.” It is heartwarming to read the list of donations, large and small, which flow 
into ANA Headquarters. We are more than grateful for the large contributions. We are 
equally grateful for the small donations which come from many individuals. These add up to 
substantial amounts simply because of the unselfish generosity of people who cannot give 
hundreds or thousands of dollars, but who recognize the need and respond as best they can to 
provide funds for improvements and activities of the library, the museum, the Young 
Numismatists’ program, the summer seminars, the correspondence courses and our other 
fine ANA endeavors. 

It was a thrilling moment this spring when President Culver announced receipt to ANA of 
a gift of $20,000. It was even more thrilling when this gift was immediately enhanced by 
smaller checks from delighted ANA members. Material for museum display has been 
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forthcoming from ANA friends, but more is needed. The ANA has a goal of someday having 
the finest numismatic collection in the world for our members and their friends to enjoy in 
perpetuity. More gifts are needed, and we earnestly hope they will come. The newly planned 
museum area is under construction, and progressing as rapidly as possible, with the usual 
problems of such things as meeting building codes. 

If you don’t have money to contribute, send material. If you don’t have material, look for a 
potential donor and help him or her arrange to give some monetary or numismatic gift. 

Also, keep in mind that your collections will be identified, protected, admired, and always 
cherished by the ANA, at your own Headquarters, which will always be just as good as the 
members make it.

Medals Committee

After reviewing several designs for the 1974 convention medal, the members of the 
committee unanimously selected the one prepared by George L. Osborn of New Orleans, 
Louisiana. Based upon the recommendation of the committee and their own observations, the 
members of the ANA board unanimously approved Mr. Osborn’s design. Roger Akers of the 
Lincoln Mint was selected as the sculptor for the 1974 medal. Although the medals had not 
been struck at the time this report was prepared, it is apparent from the design, that this 
medal will rank high in our long line of artistic ANA convention medals. 

Last April your committee was advised by Gordon Z. Greene, who is also local chairman of 
I he Medals and Ribbons Committee for the 1975 ANA Convention, that some designs for the 
1975 medal had already been submitted. It is anticipated that the Medals Committee will be 
able to review the designs and make recommendations to the ANA Board in sufficient time to 
permit the 1975 selection to be made at the August, 1974 board meeting. 

Members are invited to submit designs for 1976 and subsequent years. A designer may 
select his own theme and is not restricted to one suggested by the ANA Medals Committee or 
the local ANA Convention Committee. However, suggestions from both sources are most 
welcome. Obviously, the theme should pertain to the convention and to some extent should 
be symbolic of the area in which the convention is held.

National Coin Week Committee 

The 1974 National Coin Week will go down in history as the most active and successful to 
date. This is partly due to its being the 50th anniversary of NCW and the tremendous help 
given by the officers of ANA, its member clubs and individuals. 

Virginia Culver, President of ANA, and the Chairman, Maurice Gould, were in 
Washington during the event and participated in numerous history-making projects through 
the courtesy of Mary Brooks, the Director of the Mint, who cooperated fully on this occasion. 
The three winners of the Bicentennial coinage sculpture competition were also participants 
and all three were signed up as ANA members by Culver and Gould. It is a great privilege to 
have them among our members. 

There was a special visitation to the White House, visits with Congressmen and Senators, 
and a trip to the Philadelphia Mint to meet with Frank Gasparro and Nicholas Theodore, 
Superintendent. 

One of the outstanding contributors to National Coin Week each year is a Canadian 
member, Harold Don Allen of the Nova Scotia Teachers College. He had his usual lectures, 
displays and great publicity. He has been one of the most active individuals in this area. 

1974 further accentuated National Coin Week with a Presidential Proclamation for the 
occasion. It brought a great deal of publicity to ANA and numismatics. 

The Reading Coin Club had an open house which was a big success, and included the 
mayor of Reading, Pa., Eugene L. Shirk, who signed the Proclamation for National Coin 
Week. The entire week was covered with lectures and exhibits by this very active club, with 
Anthony L. Almond, Sr., president, in charge. 

The Numismatic Error Collectors of America participated with Abraham Beame, mayor of 
the city of New York, designating April 21 through the 27th "New York City Coin Week." In 
addition, Malcolm Wilson, governor of the state of New York, also issued a proclamation. 
Mario Baggi of the House of Representatives, was recognized for his support of numismatic 
legislation that may be beneficial to our hobby. 

A contest for National Coin Week’s slogan was conducted and the winner was John F. 
Ryan’s entry, “History in your Hands." He is a New York City detective and became 
interested in coin collecting when he reviewed merit badge requirements in his work in local 
Boy Scout organizations. 
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There were more than 1,400 entries in this contest from all over the United States and 
foreign countries. The entire membership of the Collectors Club of Boston sent slogans to the 
committee. They have won many awards for their participation in National Coin Week over 
the years. 

Among the other prominent participants were Minnesota Governor Wendell R. Anderson, 
who was visited by the U&l Coin Club of Edina, Minnesota, to receive the NationalCoinWeek 
Proclamation: Governor Marvin Mandel of Maryland and Maine Governor Kenneth M. 
Curtis, both proclaimed National Coin Week. William Elms, one of Maine’s most active 
numismatists, worked with the governor on the project. 

The mayor of Honolulu issued a proclamation and the Hawaii State Numismatic 
Association and other clubs in the area participated fully. 

Mayor James H. McGee of Dayton, Ohio, and Mayor Charles F. Horn of Kettering, Ohio, 
signed separate proclamations. 

There were many more, too numerous to list. 

Another feature of the National Coin Week was the work of Samuel Burgdorf whose “Peace 
Through Numismatics” campaign created much publicity. He was honored during 
ceremonies at Independence Mall in Philadelphia. Arthur Sipe, a past president of ANA and 
Ed Quagliana of the Franklin Mint were involved in the project. 

In addition, 250 Philatelic-Numismatic covers were cancelled and prepared as souvenirs 
of National Coin Week and 250 advertising mirrors as well were produced by Ed McClung of 
E.M. Creations. All profits above costs are being donated to the ANA Young Numismatists 
fund. 

The Franklin Mint has worked with the committee and rendered a tremendous service, 
with William Krieg, Vice President of Collector Relations, in charge. They produced a 39 mm 
medal in several metals, including one for National Coin Week participation, one for 
sponsoring new junior, regular, life and club applications, and a precious metal variety for 
those who sponsored ten or more members during the National Coin Week festivities. 

Due to the offer of a medal for each sponsorship of a new member, hundreds of new 
members have been added to our rolls.

Publications Committee 

The members of this committee are Barbara Hyde of Santa Ana, Calif.; C. Bruce Linton of 
Poway, Calif.; William B. Spilman of Waynesboro, Va.; and the compiler of this report as 
chairman. 

The only serious problem that arose during the year resulted from the resignation of our 
previous editor and its effectiveness before a replacement could be secured. His last issue 
was the October one. Former Editor Edward C. Rochette stepped into the breach and wore 
two hats through four issues of the magazine. Few in the Association realize the extent of 
Ed’s accomplishments during this difficult period. 

Selection of the new editor, N. Neil Harris, was accomplished by solicting applicants and 
screening them by the board of governors. The first several months of his tenure as editor 
indicate that the choice of Neil was a wise one. 

The Milwaukee branch of Cuneo Press, Inc., started printing The Numismatist with the 
March, 1973, issue and our working arrangements with it have been satisfactory. With its 
ability to produce “perfect-bind” magazines, there are no restrictions on the number of pages 
per issue, and the average number of pages during the past fiscal year increased by 20% over 
the previous year. 

Advertising Manager John J. Watson has pursued his duties energetically, the advertising 
portion of the magazine having grown 24% over the previous year. The classified section, 
instituted in the July, 1973, issue, averaged two pages per issue during the year and is 
growing. It is a pleasure to report the great help john has given to numerous projects with his 
layout and art work. His editing of the Club Bulletin merits much greater participation by 
member clubs than has been forthcoming. 

The brochure outlining the nature and activities of the Association, into which a 
membership application is incorporated, was revised and given a green cover to distinguish 
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it from previous printings. Another brochure was designed, printed and distributed to 
member clubs as a listing and information about our library of visual education material. A 
retired member on the West Coast volunteered to compile a badly needed fifteen-year index 
of The Numismatist, volumes 72-86, and this project is under way. Completion date cannot 
be foretold at this time but it will be announced in The Numismatist as soon as it becomes 
available. 

The members of this committee, with Charles J. Richard of Northbrook, 111., substituting 
for Barbara Hyde {she is editor of an entry), and with Editor N. Neil Harris assisting, are 
judging theclub publications submitted in completion for the two annual awards. Winners of 
the Outstanding Club Publications Award will be announced at the Bal Harbour convention. 

In closing this report, the committee encourages members to submit articles for 
publication in The Numismatist. They need not be lengthy but the material should be 
original and on a numismatic subject. Editor Harris is publishing a page on "Information for 
Authors" in most issues, and he will be happy to give other help to members who are 
preparing an article or have one in mind. The Numismatist, your magazine, is No. 1 — help 
make it still better!

Young Numismatist Committee 

This past year the Young Numismatist Correspondence Course (YNCC) was not only born, 
but it grew to maturity. At the time this is being written over a thousand people have signed 
up for the course and there are close to 200 graduates. Most graduates have earned 
completion certificates "with honors" indicating an average of 95% or better. 

One factor we didn’t completely plan for was the tremendous interest in the YNCC by 
adults who outnumber juniors better than 2 to 1. The course might better have been named 
the New Numismatist Correspondence Course as it is valuable to both youngsters and 
adults. 

When the YNCC was first announced a year ago there was a tremendous deluge of 
applications. This meant I had to work every evening, weekends, and finally take two days in 
vacation in order to get caught up. We got over the hump and thanks to forty-six volunteer 
YNCC administrators the course was underway. After almost 500 students were processed I 
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appointed Mrs. Florence M. Schook of Livonia, Michigan, as Chief Administrator. She has 
served superbly in that capacity since and has worked out many technical problems and 
appointed several new administrators. The course has functioned smoothly for the most part 
thanks to the efforts of forty-eight YNCC administrators from all across the country. We just 
can’t say enough about what a fine job they have done for numismatics and the ANA. They 
are:

The tremendous success of the YNCC has resulted in the ANA Board of Governors 
approving an intermediate correspondence course in numismatics. One chapter has already 
been written, but much remains to be done. It will probably be at least another year before 
this course can be started. We hope there may be a chance for some type of recognition and 
possibly even college credit. Anyone having any idea on this subject, especially on how to go 
about getting college credit, please write to me. If this course proves successful, we plan an 
advanced course in numismatics. This advanced course is several years away. Your 
comments are invited. 

A year ago we had eight scholarships for young numismatists to the ANA summer 
seminar. It all started the previous year when Chet Krause of Numismatic News sponsored a 
youngster. This year we have fourteen scholarships to the ANA summer seminar. The 
growth record speaks for itself. Thanks, Chet, for a great idea and continued support. 

The past two years have brought some very good entries in the young numismatist literary 
award categories. However, we could always use more entries. 

We have not been able to publish The Young Numismatist publication regularly due to 
many circumstances. Hopefully, the new editorial board thought up by David Canz will pay 
off in regularity of publication. We will be working on this in the months to come. 

The Young Numismatist Representative (YNR) program has been somewhat static this 
last year. Though it hasn’t gained any publicity, the Young Numismatist Representatives 
scattered throughout the country have gone to coin shows, served on committees, and given a 
good account of themselves. 

A Y oung Numismatist Summer Seminar Scholarship endowment fund was established by 
the ANA board in March, 1974. It is hoped money can be attracted to this fund in enough 
quantity to be able to fund one or more permanent scholarships for juniors to the annual 
ANA summer seminar. Present estimates indicate that approximately six thousand dollars 
at current interest rates would be necessary to permanently fund one scholarship. We hope 
this can be achieved, and more. 

In summary, this has been another year of continued growth at a good rate, with more and 
more people participating.

The letter read in part: 'If the metal is 
found to be pure gold, as I doubt not that it will be, I request you to reserve enough of 
it for two medals ordered by Congress and not yet completed, and the remainder, with 
the exception of one or two small bars, I wish to have coined and sent with the bars to 
many may wish to procure specimens of coin made with California 
gold, by exchanging other coin for It, I would suggest that it be made into quarter eagles 
with a distinguishing mark on each.' (signed) W. L. Marcy."

CIVIL RIGHTS 

Martin Luther King, Jr. came to national attention in 1 956 when he took charge of a boycott of 
Montgomery public transportation by Blacks protesting Jim Crow discrimination.
